— The 
criminal of the following letter wits found at Ar- 
lington House by by a Federal soldier. As any- 
thing relating to the personal history of the 
great captains of this war must be of interest to 
the public, we give the letter a places Lu our eol- 
ntnus: 

Arlbsotoh Hocsf, April 5, 1851 
r Mr Dear 8o>r: I am just in the act of leav- 
ing home for New Mexico. My tine old regi- 
ment has been ordered to that' distant region, 
and I must hasten on to see that they are prop- 
erly cored for. I have but little to add in reply 
to your letters of March 26. 27, and 28. Tour 
letters breathe a true spirit of frankness; they 
Aave given myself and your mother great pleas- 
ore. You must study to be frank with the 
world; frankness is the child of honesty and 
eonrage. Say just what you mean to do on ev- 
ery occasion, and take It for granted yon mean 
todo right. If a friend asks a favor yon should 
grant it, if it is reasonable; if not. tell him 
plainly why yon cannot; you will wrong him 
and wrong yourself by equivocation of anv kind. 
Never do a wrong thing to make a friend or 
keep one; the man who requires you to do so U 
dearlv purchased at a sacnllce. Deal kindlv, 
but firmly, with all your classmates; yon will 
find it the policy which wears best. Above all. 
do not appear to others what you are not. If 
you have any fault to And with any one, tell him, 
not others, of what yon complain; there is no 
more dangerous experiment than that of under- 
taking to be one thing before a man's face and 
another behind his back. We should live, act, 
and say nothing te the injury of any one. It is 
not only best as a matter of principle, but It Is 
tlii- path to peace and honor. 

In regard to dutv, let me, in conclusion of 
this hasty letter, inform you that nearly a hun- 
dred leiirs ago there was a day of remarkable 

: ,i< the dark 

day when the light of the snu was slowly 
Extinguished, as if by an eclipse. The Legisla- 
ture of Connecticut was in session, and as it* 
members saw the unexpected and unaccounta- 
ble darkness coming on, they shared in the gen- 
eral awe and terror. It was supposed by many 
that the last day, the day of judgment, had 
eome. Some one, in the consternation of the 
hour, moved an adjournment. Then there 
arose an old Puritan legislator, Davenport, of 
Stamford, and said, that, if the last day had 
come, he desired to be found at his place doing 
his duty, and, therefore, moved that candles be 
brought in so that the house could proceed with 
its dutv. There was quietness In that man's 
mind, the qaietness of heavenly wisdom and 
Inflexible wnTingness to obey present duty. 
Dutv, then. Is the subllmest word in our lan- 
guage. Do i our duty in all things like the old 
Puritan. You cannot do more, you should 
•never wish to do less. Never let me and your 
mother wear one eray hair for any lack of duty 
on your part. Your affectionate father.

Hope-tying Tricks at Asti.bt's. — At Astley's, 
In London, a young acrobat, named Redmon d, 
16 doing the rope and sack trick with aitoundiug 
elevcrness. His feats arc thus described: 

A stout Manilla rope, rather thicker than that 
nFed by the brothers Davenport, and some 
twenty yards in length, after being carefully ex- 
amined, was banded to two of the gentlemen 
present, who proceeded to tie up Mr. Redmoud. 
his hands were not tied close together behind 
his back, but pinioned to his sides, apparently 
in the most secure fashion. The rope was then 
passed round his arms and body and round and 
between his legs. During the operation there 
seemed te be a good deal of rigidity in his limbs, 
and he breathed heavily. 

When the tying was "complete, he was placed 
in a sack, the month of which was tied over his 
bead. A screen was then placed between him 
and the spectators, the noise of the unloosing 
of ropes was heard, and in four minutes Mr. 
Redmond stepped forth perfectly free, with the 
rope in his hand and the sack at his feet. He 
explained that the greater part of the time had 
been occupied not in freeing himself, but in un- 
tying the knots on the rope after he was loose. 
Another performance then took place. Mr. 
Redmond's hands were then tied together in 
•front of him; the rope being passed round the 
wrist* and securely knotted. Mr. Redmond 
proposed that the knots should be sealed, but it 
was not thought necessary. Between his arms, 
thus bound together at the wrist, a cord was 
passed, coming over the rope, and acting as a 
check on it. Both ends of this cord were held 
by the gentlemen who had tied the rope, and 
who also held the rope itself. The screen was 
placed In position, and in about a minute and a 
half the cord which ^bad been passed between 
the arms and over the rope was loosed, whilst 
Mr. Redmond's wrists were still fastened to- 
gether. 

, Agsin Mr. Redmond retired behind the 
screen, and that instant the ropes round his 
wrists fell awav, and he was free. Manifestly 
he hud slipped his hands through them. Mr. Red- 
mond retired (gain behind the screen with the 
ropes. In about four, or, at most, live minutes 
he called for the screen to be removed. That 
was done, and he was seen bound in the most 
extraordinary manner — legs, arms, body, and 
wrist beine literally swathed in the rope." The 
gentlemen who had tied him previously were 
invited to untie him, and attempted to do so, 
but failed utterly. Apparently it would have 
required hours for unaccustomed fingers to ac- 
complish the task. The knot* utterly baffled 
all attempt* at their unravcltnent. At hist the 
task wns given np in despair. The screen was 
again put round Mr. Redmond, and in about 
three minutes he stepped forth unbound, with 
the rope free from knot* in his hand. He 
aecmed much exhausted, perspiration streamed 
down his lace, and his breathing was much ac- 
celerated. In answer to questions, he said the 
tricks required great strength for their accom- 
plishment. 

How Tim Veteran Mark* Himself Comeoist- 
ari.k. — An army letter has the following de- 
scription of the manner in which a veteran sol- 
dier makes himself comfortable in camp: 

It is a true remark that a man never know* 
how much he can do without until ho tries it, 
but it is inure Jo my present purpose to say that 
he never knows with how little he can make 
himself comfortable until he makes the experi- 
ment. Nobody possesses this invaluable knowl- 
edge so much as a veteran, l'ut a recruit into 
a lorest of pine trees with his shelter tent, and 
If he have nobody but recruit* about him, ten to 
one you will find him under hi* shelter lent 
three weeks from that time. 

Not so with the veteran. If he be camped in 
the pine forest, give him an old axe. a boot-leg, a 
mud puddle, a board or two, aud a handful of 
nails, and he builds him a house, and a house, 
too. comfortable and commodious, and not 
wanting in architectural beauty. First he fells 
his trees, then cuts and notches his log* and lay* 
them together to the required height. His roof 
he puts on, giving it a great slope, aud thatch- 
ing it with the green of the piuc tops. 

He has been careful to leavo window space*, 
and lac king pieces of his shelter lent over these; 
he has provided light, but keepsoutthe nipping 
air of winter. Then with his board he makes 
his door, and, the boot leg supplying hinges, it 
soon swings into its place. Then he litis the 
spaces between the logs with soft earth from 
his mud-puddle, and his home is done, except 
the chimney, and the'forest and the mud-puddle 
soon provide that, for his chimney is nothing 
but a p,le of slicks plentifully plastered without 
and within with mud. Then with his old axe he 
manufactures out of pine logs a full assortment 
ol furniture, bedstead, chairs, table, wardrobe, 
and generally adds a mantel. Then, with a 
bright fire upon his hearth, he is prepared to 
laugh at winter, and generally does. 



Escape from State Prison — The Rochester 
Union has the following in relation to the es- 
cape of a desperate character from 8tate Prison: 

A noted character, named McCoun, confined 
In Auburn prison, escaped on Saturday night 
while he was confined in utter darkness lor hav- 
ing attempted an escape a week l>efore. He was 
put into i dark cell in the fifth gallerv, evi- 
dently just the place besought. While here he 
Obtained, by some means unknown, an iron bar 
a foot and a half or two feet long, with which 
he by. ike up his bunk for a scaffolding, piled his 
bi dding v. here be wanted it, aud dug a hole 
through the ceiling, which is about three feet 
thick, and escaped upon the roof of the prison. 
He climbed a lightning rod to "Copper John," 
got the halyard, then going down another light- 
ning rod. he got a ladder, aided by which and 
his rope he got over the wall and ran away. 

This man bad served moro than two years of 
a five year*' Sentence for grand larceuy. It is 
only a few weeks since he made his escape, and 
Was al large several days. Instead of goiug 
awav, be remained In Ca\uga county, and was 
recap' "red It is strange that a prisoner so des- 
perate and so determined to escape should 
have such facilities as it appear* that this man 
bad on Saturday night.

AN ADDRESS TO THE LEADERS OF RE- 
BELLION. 
bt soctitekn crnzuNs. ocTonun 10, 18R4. 
To Jt ferson Oasis, A . II. Stephens, and the Gov- 
ernors of the Southern States, no>o in Rebellion 
against the Constitutional authority of the 
United States: 

We desire, In thus sddrcsslng you, to repre- 
sent that we can see no good in the further 
prosecution of resistance to the Federal army. 

The fortunes of war have left us within the 
Federal lino, and given ns an opportunity to 
see and to know something of the sentiments of 
prominent men in the army, and of the feelings 
and determination of the rank and file. 

The officers arc generally well educated and 
polite, and, when addressed In reference to the 
war, they manifest no bitterness of feeling, yet 
they are unalterably determined to maintain the 
authority of the United States, at all hazards, 
over the people of all the States. 

The soldiers also are mostly educated, and. if 
possible, surpass the officers hi their determina- 
tion to suppress the rebellion aud reconstruct 
or restore the Union. 

We feel well assured yon can never succeed in 
establishing separate indejiendcnce, and that 
further persistence will result only in the more 
complete desolation of the South. 

The failure of rebellion, as to all objects con- 
templated, and the ruined condition of thou- 
sands of our people, through the instrumental- 
ity of war, is snrely enough to Induce you to de- 
sist from its further prosecution, and to return 
without hesitation to the Union under the Con- 
stitution. 

It is not dishonorable to submit to the Con- 
stitution and laws of onr country; and if we 
can consent to do so, Mr. Lincoln will do ns no 
harm, but will gladlv weloome our return. 

We hope you will yield to this earnest en- 
treaty from "your fellow-citizens of the South, 
and at once, and without a momcut"s delay, ex- 
press a willingness to return to the Union; or, 
if this you cannot consistently accede to, then 
we ask that you relax your military rigor 
over the people, both in and out of the army, so 
far as to restore to them free siieech and unre- 
stricted suffrage, that they may have at least 
some share in controlling their political rela- 
tions toward those with whom they have hith- 
erto lived in peace. 

If you w ill only hearken to these, onr most 
solemn and earnest entreaties, the armies on 
both sides, now desolating the South, will soon 
db-baud, and we will be left once more free — to 
regulate our domestic institutions in our own 
way, subject only to the Constitution aud laws 
of the United States. 

We feel well assured that the masses of the 
people South would williugly re-establish the 
Union of the States, and hope you may be able 
to perceive, before it is too laui the magnitude 
of the responsibility you will iacur in refusing 
them an opportunity.

Fratricide m Eugar Coustt, Illinois. — On 
Saturday last, House Devers wasshot and almost 
instantly killed by his brother, Samuel Devers, 
in the road, a short distance from the residence 
of the former, in Buck township. The facts, as 
we learn them, are these: There has been a 
quarrel of long standing between the brothers. 
While Sam Devers was residing in Kentucky, 
he sent some *1, 500 or $1;600 to the bank in 
Paris, to pay a debt which he was owing here, 
if we mistake not, for apiece of land which he 
had purchased. He sent an order to his brother, 
nousc, to draw out the money and apply it 
upon the debt. Upon this order, the deceased 
drew ont some $500 or $000, but instead of ap- 
plying it as directed, made use of it for his own 
benefit, and would have appropriated the bal- 
ance had not the accused received notice aud 
ordered the bauk to stop payment upon the 
tlraft. The accused removed from Kentucky 
to Edgar county, and shortly after accused hi* 
brother with dishonesty in the appropria- 
tion of his funds, and a violent quarrel was the 
consequence. To be revenged for a fancied in- 
snlt, the deceased informed the authorities that 
bis brother had been connected with guerillas in 
Kentucky in burning bridges, etc. This in- 
tormation resulted in the arrest of the accused, 
who was taken in Paris and forwarded to Ken- 
tucky for trial. It seems that the prisoner 
established his. innocence before the court-mar- 
tial, or, al least, that the Government failed to 
make out a case against him, as he returned to 
Edgar in a few weeks, where he has since re- 
sided. It Is reported that deceased was fre- 
quently heard to threaten the life of the accused, 
and that the latter is known in the neighbor- 
hood where he resides as a peaceable, law- 
abiding citizen. Of the circumstances imme- 
diately connected with the shooting nothing is 
known save what is told by the prisoner himself, 
ns tliere was no witness to the transaction. 
His report, as we understand it, is substan- 
tially this : He (prisoner) was in the road upon 
horseback; met the deceased, also upon a 
horse; the laiter turned his animal across the 
road and told him that he intended to kill him; 
prisoner drew a pistol and fired, the hall enter- 
ing the neck, upon the left side we believe, and 
ranging downwards into the right shoulder, 
and killing the deceased almost instantly. He 
(deceased) was found by a neighbor, who lived 
near, within a few minutes after the transaction, 
and was then just breathing his last. When 
discovered he was grasping a revolver in his 
right hand, oue hairel of which was empty. 
The body was buried on Monday in the Presby- 
ter inn Cemetery, near Paris, and afterwards 
taken up aud examined by three or four physi- 
cians, who traced the bail as stated above. The 
accused came in on Saturday evening and gave 
himself up to the authorities, aud was com- 
mitted to jail to await his examination, which 
wa* to have come off yesterday afternoon.

The aim of even soldier in our armies should 
be. not only the perfect mastery of such arms 
as have been designated for their use, bnt a 
higher destiny has been marked out for the exer- 
cise of his genius by the exigency of the times 
w hich calls for a further improvement in the 
mechanical construction of fire-arms, so as to 
increase their destructive power, at the same 
time relieving the Treasury of the cost of unsat- 
isfactory practice, which is now augmenting so 
fearfully onr national debt. The love of that 
caute or Union, on the altar of which nearly 
everv family has cast its offering, should be a 
sufficient Incentive to arouse in the military 
heart an effort worthy of the issue; grasping a 
meed that lifts its s'arry summit high above the 
selfish monopoly granted bv letters patent. 
The perfecting of sights for all arms classed un- 
der the head of Ordnance seems to have been 
lost sight of by our mechanicians, who probably 
have reasoned' on the hypothesis that "great re- 
sultants flow from corresponding amounts of 
matter." Yet how much depends on this little 
instrument that directs the fatal shot, so thai 
much depend* on the degree of perfection to 
which sights for arms is brought. 

Having dedicated much of my leisure to the 
development of theories on which "all sights" 
must hinge, I now propose for experiment from 
description, an invention which will grasp those 
deflecting elements that now requires so much 
time (and time in the army is more valuable 
than money) to master so as to insure satisfac- 
tory practice. 

It seems impossible for some men to estimate 
with any degree of certainty, the distance not 
only of moving but even of stationary objects 
against which their skill is called into requisi- 
tion. "The Stadia" of the'French, which Is an 
isosceles triangle cut in a parallelogram of sheet 
brass, along which opening a slide of two strips 
of metal having a small opening along its 
length and centre, is made to determine the 
exact distance that the object (man) is from the 
eye; the stadia being held the while a certain 
distance from the eye by a string. This Inven- 
tion was introduced to materialize judgment, 
yet not with that success that the principle* in- 
volved should warrant. 

It has been my object to apply this sight to 
the rifle by making a stadia with its triangle cut 
around the length of a cylinder, which would 
revolve in a frame simply by lifting up the 
muzzle of the piece, when the action of gravity 
would turn the cylinder as it tended to gain the 
perpendicular by moving along the line of the 
barrel of the piece. The triangular groove cut 
on this cylinder, and deepening as the triangu- 
lar limits narrow, is made to meet a double pur- 
pose, for, as the cylinder is swung from the pin 
of its upper axle, and can only vibrate on a line 
coinciding with the axis of the piece, and made 
to revolve when we raise slightly the piece 
by means of cogs, cut near the axle of 
suspension, fashioned to work in corresponding 
checks at the upper part of the frame, any 
slight elevation of the rlllc would turn the 
cylinder, when the eye would view the object 
through an opening, the limits of which would 
change continually, so as to coincide with the 
degree of elevation necessary to reach with a 
projectile any object in distance by a known 
charge of powder. The lower line of the tri- 
angle will be that of elevation, while the upper 
line will meet all optical requirements necessary 
for a more perfect sight, enabling a soldier to 
calculate with his eye as soon as he has covered 
the object with the line of vision the time to 
fire. Further, as this triangular space or groove 
deepens toward the axis of suspension, we meet 
the deflecting element known as drift, or that 
disposition to move off in "_ ie Q if ec |( on 0 f JJjj

uaiiy across the line of sight; this in gen- 



eral practice is of the utmost importance. By 
making a strip of metal vibrate across^ the line 
of sight, by making it turn on n pin forward, 
and, from the top of such frame as holds the 
cylinder on which tho sight Is cut, we oblige 
the soldier to hold his piece perfectly firm, for 
w hen we sight a rillc for an object, say eight 
hundred yards distaut, the least deviation to 
the right or left of the perpendicular will cause 
the shot to fall short of the object sought by 
causing a false elevation. 

A stripe, colored black, shonld be introduced 
on the gun-stock at a point where tho eye 
should rest when taking aim, as the triangular 
openinir will be calculated from this point, 
lhat flic advantages springing from a self act- 
ing sight for the rifle would be of great im- 
port is certain, for then our newly-enlisted le- 
gions would be brought up to the standard of 
the most skilful marksman; for, having confi- 
dence in his piece, he would work out better re- 
sults. • 

The author will furnish drawings t< such ass 
may wish to develop this theory, or will supcr- 
!nt< nd, on behalf of the Government, such ex- 
periments as arc necessary to improve the 
sights for fire-arms which the tlmai demand. 

From Java*. — We have accounts of the naval 
expedition which succeeded in opening the In- 
land Seas in Japan.

The Inland Sea may be considered definitively 
opened, nnd the large trallle which passed 
through it beforo that prince established a 
blockade at the Simonosaki Strait* will douhtlcs* 
now again begin to flow in its accustomed 
channel. Further account* of the recent action 
only confirm the completcncs* of the success, 
while at Ihc same time thev show that the 
Japanese offered a determined resistance. The 
allied licet reached Simonosaki on the afternoon 
if the 5lh instant, and engaged the eastern bat- 
eties almcst immediately. The heavier vessels

Sarrosa. and Leopard, his Netherlands Ma- 
sty'* ships Metalen and Djamhi, and his itn- 
1 erial Majesty's ship Dupleix, to open Hie. 
These vessels commenced tiring at 4 P. M , at 
a signal from the Euryalu*, and the Japanese 
at once replied. 

In three-quarters of an hour the nearest bat- 
cry was silenced, and at ME an explosion took 
I 'lace in the second, which had the effect of so 
reducing the fire that it was determined to storm 
it. Accordingly, at 6:46 P. M. a storming party 
was landed from the Perseus and Medina, which 
uccceded in carrying the battery nnd spiked 
most of the guns. This battery is said to have 
mounted about thirty guns, and to have tiecn 
manned by eight hundred men, and its early 
apturc was highly important, as, from its 
trength, it was able to cause great annoyance 
to the squadron. 

Negotiations were now opened by the Prince 
of Kokura, whose territories lie along the south- 
ern coast of the Straits. Had this Daimio made 
common cause wish Chosin, aud thus placed 
ihe fleet between two tires, the difficulty of the 
perations would have been considerably 
renter. Rut he remained inactive, only send- 
ing a friendly deputation to beg that we would 
leave the chastisement of Chosin to his own 
ountrymen, who were themselves concerting 
measures to bring him to his senses. This 
statement, however, savored too much of the 
usual temporizing policy of the Japanese to have 
•nv effect, and he was informed that it was too 
laic; we had waited long enough, and intended 
now to open the sea onrselvcs. 

In the meantime, the Perseus. Argus, Co- 
quette, Bouncer, Medusa, and Tancrcda played 

on the remaining batteries till dark, the ships 
which had been engaged in the first bombard- 
ment passing higher up the Straits. The Jap- 
anese forts opened fire on these at daylight the 
following morning, when the Armstrongs of 
the Banosa were worked with great effect. At 
5:50 A. M. the enemy's guns had been silenced, 
but shortly afterwards they again commeie'ed 
'iring. and a body of marines were collected on 
board the Argus, preparatory to landing. A 
body of small-arm men from the French anil 
! batch ships were also held in readiness, and 
ihe whole were buded about eight A. M. 
Within two hours the butteries which had been 
engaged were in possession of the allies. The 
Perseus went on shore while protecting the 
landing parties, and was not "got off until the 
next day; but she was able to use her guns 
with effect notwithstanding, the Bar rosa taking 
ill' a position to protect her. In the evening a 
-forming party of marines and smsll ann men 
from the Eunalus and Conqueror landed, under 
command of Captain Alexander, and carried a 
masked battery, after some hard fighting, in 
which we experienced considerable loss. At 
dot light the squadron, which had been engaged 
on the previous day, steamed up to engage the 
torts at Haku Sima, but had hardly opened fire 
when Nagato sent off an official to the flagship 
'o treat for terms, and in a short time a signal 
or trace was run up to the Euryalus's mast- 
head. 

IBS treaty. 
The following are the terms of the conven- 
tion which were at length agreed on : 

1. Henceforward all sldpe of all countries, 
i assing through the Straits of Simonosaki. shall 
I* treated in a friendly manner. Ships shall be 
allowed to purchase coal, provisions, wood, and 
water, and even" other Necessary. As the har- 
bor of Simonosaki is subject to violent winds 
and currents, people suffering from stress of 
« r ather shall be allowed to land w ithout oppo- 
sition. 

2. Not only shall new forts not be built, but 
no repairs shall be made to the old ones, nor 
shall guns be mounted thereon. 

:.. Although the town of Simonosaki might 
bin bi en partly burnt for having fired on for- 
eign ships, it was left standing. A ransom shall 
bfl paid for this, and, in addition, the whole ex- 
] elites of the expedition shall lie defrayed by the 
I'rinee — the sum to be settled by the Foreign 
Minister at Ycddo. 

4 This agreement lreing merely for the cessa- 
tion of hostilities on this occasion, it has noth- 
ing to do with Ihe questions affecting Cho-in, 
whir h liave to be settled between the Japanese 
Government aud the minister* of foreign pow- 
ers. 

It must be admitted that this agreement ap- 
pears in even- respect satisfactory, and no donbt 
:m ixistasto the complete sincerity of Chosin 's 
submissii n. 

In the recent railroad accident near Lafavet'e,

COLONEL DILL'S OFFICIAL REPORT. 
IIi'Ai'QrARTisRS Exr-FnmON yon Rsr.raF) 
Cai-t. Fisk'w Kkgi^knt Thais eos (DABOy > 
Fobt Rica, D. C, Oct. 4, 1SS4. ) 

Caitai*: I hare the honor to report, for the 
information of the Genelra commanding, that, 
in pursuance to instructions from Headquarters 
Nwrlhwestern Indian Expidition, dated Sept. 
10, 1861 I left this port on the morning of 
11th of September, with a command of eight 
hundred and fifty men, viz: five hundred and 
fifty infantry, three hundred cavalry, and oae 
section of artillery, and followed the train of the 
Northwestern Indian Expedition for five days. 
I then bore to the left, going on a very little 
south of west, on the trad of the emigrants 
(seeing but two or three small parties of 
Indians), until the tenth day out from this post, 
when we reached the corral of the emigrant 
train, after marching a distance of one hundred 
and eighty miles. They had fortified themselves, 
and were In a condition to resist anv attack 
made by the Indians. The emigrants stated 
that the Indians had left some davs previous to 
my snival at the corral, evidently satisfied that 
they could[not take it, and no Indians had been 
seen since they first left. 

I think there is no donbt bnt. tbat the Indians 
moved forward into the Bad Lands — which were 
close by — thinking, perhaps, that the train 
would commence to move when they disap- 
peared, where tbey undoubtedly could ha^e 
captured the whole train, as thcy 'cenld not have 
doubled the train'np short enough to have pro- 
tected it with the force tbey hail. 

Captain Fisk told me he "had been trying to 
get the emigrants for some days to break the 
corral and move forward, but be could not get 
them to do it. The emigrants told me thev 
never Intended fo move one mile forward with- 
out a strong escort. They appeared to be fully 
aware of the danger of going forward into the 
Bad Lands. I think Captain Fisk deserves cen- 
sure, at least, for trying to urge the emlgrauts 
forward under the circumstances, and knowing 
as much as he should of the Indian character. 
1 informed Captain F'«k and the emigrants that 
I had cemie to relieve them, and escort such as 
wished to go back to Fort Rice to that point. 

Capt. Fisk reqnested me to send two compa- 
nies of cavalry to escort him and the train for 
three or four days, which he claimed would put 
him beyond danger, when, as he stated, he could 
go through without an escort. I, of course, 
refused to grant any such request, knowing the 
folly and madness of such a move as that. I 
informed the emigrants that my command would 
march at nine o'clock the next morning for Fort 
Rice, on Its return, and any that wished the pro- 
tection of the command could have it bv being 
ready at that time. Capt. Fisk made another 
and last effort to get the emigrants to go for- 
ward with him without an escort, calling on 
them to divide, and show by that their decision 
in the case, and at the same time bantering 
them for what he termed backing out. They 
divided, and about twenty decided to goon with 
Capt. Fisk, the rest to go' back with me, sawng 
they would never go forward without a heavy 
escort. 

Fisk declared his determination to go on with 
the twenty men, and even less, but. after sleep- 
ing on the matter, and finding in the morning 
tbat a number of the twenty men had changed 
their minds and were going back with mv com- 
mand, he concluded to retnrn with them. I 
left the corral at nine o'clock on the 21st of 
September, with the whole train, arriving at 
this post on the afternoon of the 30th, without 
meeting with any Indians, and seeing but one 
or two sm"ll parlies. I crossed a number of 
trails of small parties, and one of a large party, 
apparently going south toward the Black Ilills. 
I also saw fresh tracks and evidences of small 
parties on the Cannon Rail River on my return, 
but saw but one small party of six or seven In- 
dians on the river. 

The losses in tho command wove one man, 
fifteen horscs,_ and a few oxen. The man ob- 
tained ijf":or from some of the emigrants, and 
became intoxicated the morning we left the cor- 
ral, and is supposed to have laid down and been 
left behind. He belonged to the (Sth Minnosota. 
volunteers. 

On the sixth morning out from this post, at 
your fifty camp, a small party of Indians charged 
through the picket Hne9 jrist at the break of 
day, and stampeded about thirty horses, and 
succeeded in getting away with fifteen. They 
were compiled to leave fiftccen or sixteen oxen, 
they becoming completely worn ont. 

A» before stated, I arrived at this place on the 
afternr on of the 20th, and the followiug day or- 
dered the troops of the command lo their sepa- 
rate di stillations, as directed by you, viz: The 
detachment of the 2d Minnesota cavalry to Min- 
nesota, via Fort Wadsworth, escorting such of 
the emigrants as went lhat wav, and the de- 
tachments. Bracken's battery, Ctli Iowa, and 
ection of artillery, to Fort Randall and Sioux 
City, es corticg a government train of wagons 
and those of the emigrants' train going that 
way, which was the larger majority of the emi- 
grants. But few went across to Minuesota.

LETTER FROM FORT BARRANCAS. 
[Correspondence of the N. O. Timca.) 
Fort Barrancas, Fi.a., Nov. 18, 18C4. 
Even thing here assumes a very lively aspect 
under the administration of Brevet Biigadicr- 
Gencral Bailey. 

Helms been in command now about five 
weeks; during that time he has constructed and 
completed one of the finest wharves there is on 
the whole Southern coast, a very fine post 
1 : ker> , renovated and repaired store -houses and 
post liospital, and has had the troops all com- 
fortably fitted np with winter quarters. 

There is now in process of erection two fine 
woiehouses for quartermaster's arid commissa- 
ry stores, which will be completed iu afewdays. 
Lieutenant Hill, of the Ith Wisconsin cavalry, is 
superintending the construction of them, and 
deserves much credit for the ability he has dis- 
played in accomplishing so much work in so 
short a time. 
Besides the amount of labor done on the 
bovc-mcntioned works, much has been accom- 
plished in the way of raids. 

Many prisoners, horses, large amounts of 
lumtief, stores, etc., have been captured at Mil- 
Ion and other places; but the most brilliant oi 
the whole came off yesterday. 

The reliel Gen. Maury commands the rebel 
forces iu this district, and after Gen. Biiley's 
raid at Milton, changed a portion of his men to 
that 4'laec, In order, probably, to anticipate 
another attempt in that direction; but (Jen. 
Bailey saw a much better place to make a strike, 
by going up and capturing a company guarding 
line Barren bridge, which is thirty-five miles 
lrom here, and twelve miles from Milton. 

Afttr weighing the matter well he formed his 
plans, and, on the morning of the lfith inst , 
placed Lieutenant- Colonel Sperling, of the 2d 
Maine cavolry, in command of Ihe 1st Florida 
and 2d Maine cavalry, numbering in all 170 
men, to execute the plan. 

Coll Del Sperling proceeded up to within seven 
miles i f the bridge, where he captured the out- 
post, coming upon them so w arily that they 
were entirely surprised and surrounded without 
firing a gun. Here Colonel 8. rested in ambush 
and wailed the coming of the relief guard, 
which, upon their arrival, wa* also captured 
without any resistance. Colonel S. now pushed 
bis comxnand with all despatch to khebridge. 
Wl ei. he reached there he had a sharp brush, 
but captured the entire garrison. 

The result of the expedition foot" up as fol- 
lows: 38 prisoners. 52 good horse*. 70 stand of 
arms, and 18 of the enemy's horses killed. The 
nents s loss in killed and wounded not known. 
Our ioss one horse killed. Colonel S then 
burned the enemy's barracks (which had just 
been completed), "and his entire stock of quar- 
termaster and commissure stores. 

The obji et of the expedition having been ac- 
complished, Colonel 8. returned with his pris- 
« in i s and other captures, arriving in camp safe- 
ly at 12 o'clock last night, having marched 70 
miles iu two days, had a fight, left no stragglers 
behind or bod any horses killed. 

Genera! Maury lias the reputation of a wilev 
and subtle man to deal with, but be finds more 
than his equal in General Bailey. Gen. B has 
ability, tact, and any amount of encrgv; and. 
with such dashing, gallant officers as Colonel 
Sperling to assist him. he cannot fail in his 
plaus. For the favorable results of the late raid 
much credit is due all the officers aud men who 
participated iu the same. No troops could have 
done belter. 

Yon will probably hear more good news from 
this district erelong; but I cannot anticipate 
ihe future. Should am tiring of Interest trans- 
I ire, I will write again if jou wish me to.

On Saturday afternoon a hearse, followed by 
eighteen carriages, containing forty frail and 
well-dressed females, bore the remains of Kittle 
Sleel to the Wesleyan Cemetery. The coffin was 
lowered into the grave hastily;" no miuister.tvas 
present, and not a word was spoken. Two or 
three 01 the lrail sisterhood shed tears, and all 
seemed as though they were, for once, contem- 
plating the true character of the lives thoy were 
leading. Kittie was buried near the foot of a 
' ruing oak, from w hich the autumn winds had 
torn all the leaves, leaving the branches hare 
nnd desolate— tit emblem of her ill-spent life.

NAsrivn.i.R, Dec. S. 

As I predicted in my telegram last night, the 
enerov has been wary to-day, and has demon- 
strated with great caution against our ontcr 
line, which is carefully constructed, and extends 
from river to river, with a radius of two aud a 
a half miles from thecapitol on the roads south 
of the citv. The enemy's cavalry have been in 
plain view all day on the Franklin pike. 

Just before dusk our cavalry pushed out 
toward the enemy's line, causing him to retire, 
and afterwards the rebels, reinforced, took up 
their own line, at once threw out sk'rmishers, 
and some skirmishing occurred, neither party 
sustaining any loss. No rebel infantry has be:n 
developed. 

Some artillery firing occurred this afternoon 
on the left. But few shots were fired. The 
defences are being hourly strengthened, aud no 
apprehensions need be felt for the safety of the 
city.

The Gazette's Nashville correspondent gives 
son e additional particulars ol Hie batile at 
Frank lln. The plan "I ihe haiile. was very siui- 
, i, We had no time t" get up a complete 
plan, as the enemv pa ssed us too sorely and 
ol ligid us lo ftghl offhand. 

The original plan was to withdraw the force 
of G. n Schufield ontB nif ting our reinforce- 
in, i U-. nnd give battle in the vicinity of Nash- 
ville; l ul Ihe over sanguine I' hels pressed us 
lo hard, and when Ueu 8r.-holic.ld perceivgd be 
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could not avoid a contest, he drew up his little 
army in line of battle in front of Franklin, At 
half-past three o'clock the assault commenced. 

Cheatham's corps on the right, 8lewart's on 
the loft, and 8. D. Lee's corps in reserve on the 
cr ntre. Cheatham threw his whole corps on 
VVagner s divisK, n w j tu KreiU i m p e t aos itv, anc \, 
after hair an hours desperate fighting pushed 
Wagner back on our second line, where they 
became mingled with Rugers men on our left 
and centre. 

The rebels, encouraged by their success in 
driving W agner back, advanced with loud cheers 
on our second line. Their order of advance 
was very peculiar. 

A semi-circle two regiments deep extended all 
around onr lines, and behind each alternate 
regiment was placed four others, so that the 
attainting columns were six regiments deep. 

Hood appeared about four P. M. at the head 
of his column, and, pointing toward our lines 
said, "Break those lines boys and you have 
finished the war in Tennessee; break them and 
there Is nothirg to oppose your march from 
Nashville to the Ohio river." 

Loud cheers answered the rebel leader, and 
almost immediately the whole space in front of 
our lines was crammed with the advancing 
multitudes. 

Ca] tain Lyman, commanding the artillery of 
a brigade in the 4th corps, had placed his bat- 
teries in the most favorable positions, and from 
thi se storms of shot and shell were hurled Into 
the charging ranks. 

W ith the most reckless bravery the rebcles 
insbed on, and when within a few hun- 
dred yards of our works, our boys opened upon 
tbem'w ith so terrible a fire of musketry that it 
seemed as if nothing could live beforo it, but no 
wavering wa6 seen in their advancing line. 

On they came, rushing up to tho very 
parapet of our works, and stuck their bavonets 
under the logs on our battlements. On the 
Columbia pike the pressure was so great that 
some el Cox's aud Wagner's men temporarily 
gave way. 

Dp to this time the brigade was commanded 
by the gallant Col. Opdjke. The 125th Ohio 
had been held in reserve. Col. Ol>d>ke, bv or- 
ders of Gen. Stanley, rushed forward with his 
brigade to restore the broken line. 

The rebels who had crawled over onr works 
had not lime to retire, and Cox's and Wagner's 
meu brokcu but a moment before, they rallied 
and attacked the enemy on the flank, while 
Opdj ke charged them in front. 

A desperate hand to hand light en«ued with 
bayonets and the butt ends of muskets. Hun- 
dreds of the rebels were captured here, and the 
line restored. 

For two hours and a half the battle raged all 
along our lines. Men of the 4lh aud 23d corps 
vied wiih each other in bravery. 

Kilej 's brigade, of the 23d corps, fairly cov- 
ered the gioiind in front of it with the re'iel 
(had. The rebel Gen. Adams was killed. He 
and his horse fell Into the dith together In front 
of the 104th Ohio. Seventeen distinct attempts 
of the enemy were repelled. iSfcWJI 

At dusk the rebels were repulsed at all points, 
but firing didn't cease till nine o'clock. At least 
five thousand rebels were killed, wounded, and 
captured, w hile our loss will probably reach 
fifteen hundred. 

We have taken from the enemy thirty flags, 
sonic regiments, among them the 3«th Ohio, 
taking half a dozen apiece. 

Schofield directed the battle from a fort on 
the north bauk of the stream, where some heavy 
batteries of the 23d corps were placed, anil 
which did great acrvicc in damaging the ene- 
my's right wing.

Tiik Kentucky Hop.hkr — The Coontry Ux- 
ntn Grr.Rii.i-A Oi*ti\ation. — The Kentucky 
border again swarm* with 'guerillas. Nearly 
the entire country along the Ohio river, from 
Louisville to Evansvillc, is under the occupation 
of outlaw bands. The citizens are made the 
victims of wholesale robbery, aud the con- 
scripting agents are busy al work. All of the 
rWci ioitiis, ^Avcj.t Owensboro, are now in poa 
session of the guerillas. Pillage and acts of 
violence are the order of the day. The citizens 
are Seeing from their homes with such movablo 
property as they can take wiih them, and 
are seeking refuge iu Indiana. 

Tliere is a large guerilla camp established in 
Meade county and another in Breckinridge 
county. It is estimated that at the two places 
not less' than eight hundred outlaws, claiming 
to be rebel soldiers, are concentrated. A reign 
of terror has been inaugurated, and the country 
is given up to devastation. As Ihe Moruing 
Star was coming up the river Friday night, she 
was fired into by a party of guerillas on the 
Kentucky shore, near Slephcnsport. Several 
of the shots struck the boat, and one of the 
balls wounded a deck-hand. On Friday the 
h«usc of a Union man in Meade county, named 
Harris, was set on fire by the marauders, but the 
flames were extinguished before the property 
was consumed. 

Somethiug should be done to clear Kentucky 
of these outlaw bauds. If they are not expelled 
from the border they will seriously interfere 
wilh navigation on the Ohio river. An attempt 
will be made to capture a boat, and a destruc- 
tive raid into Indiana will then be the pro- 
gramme. We sec no reason why our State 
should be given up to the pillage of marauding 
bands. If the military authorities cannot afford 
protection to Kentucky, then let them furnish 
the Union citizens with arms so that they can 
protect themselves, their homes, and their 
properly. 

Tiik Sitvatio.n.— The air is pregnant to-day 
with startling reports of important events in the 
military circles. No trains left the city for 
Nashville this morning. The telegraph wires 
are up and working through, which is an evi- 
dence that the railroad is free from rebel raids. 
Nashville is crowded with stores, and there is no 
necessity, at the present time, for running a 
train of cars to that city. With the army con- 
centrated there, it is important that the place 
should be rendered as little crowded as 
possible by arrivals from the Noith. So long 
as there are no troops or supplies to go 
forward, it is not a matter of policy to run the 
trains. We have vague rumors that Hood is 
moving to the right (our left), and will make an 
attempt to ihrow his army across the Cumber- 
land river and invade Kentucky, making Glas- 
gow the objective point. Such a programme 
would be ruinous to him, and we do not believe 
that it can be carried into execution. There is 
no doubt that the rebel force is stronger than 
we at first believed It to be. Dick Taylor, with 
his veterans, has joined Hood, and this addi- 
tional strength makes his army quite formidable. 
Thomas is strong enough to cope with the en- 
lire rebel force, and no fears are entertained for 
the result.

Tho New Terk papers announce the de- 
parture from that city for Fortress Monroe of 
the torpedo boat Stromboll, and give the an- 
nexed account of her experimental trip, made 
several days ago, by which the reader will be. 
enabled to judge of some of her peculiar quali- 
ties: 

On Friday, the S5th ult., the little Stromboll 
made an experimental trip to test her propulsive 
and torpedo engines. She left the wharf al tiie 
Secor yard about 11 o'clock A. M., and pro- 
ceeded up the Hudson river some distance, 
making an, average speed of nine knots per 
hour, and steering beautifully from on top of 
the pilot-house aa well aa from below decks. 

Afler some tests of the propulsive machinery, 
it was decided to fire a "wood torpedo," of the 
eame pattern as was furnished to and used with 
success by Lieutenant Gushing in the destruc- 
tion of the rebel ram Albemarle. This torpedo 
was charged with only fortv-eight pounda of 
powder, and was placed in the basket, run out, 
(letached, and when at a given point, about one 
tool below the sniface of the water, it was ex- 
ploded, less than two and a half minutes being 
eoiisumcd in the whole operation. The explo- 
sion aud the peculiar appearance of the column 
ol water thiown up by the torpedo can be but 
nl described with a pen. The water was thrown 
np about one hundred and eighty feet in a per- 
pendicular column, which measured ubout ten 
feet in diameter. Branching off from the main 
eoli inn were thick jets of heavy spray or 
rather broad sheets of snowv white water, which 
the breeze bore back upon "the deck of the ves- 
sel. The torj>edo, when exploded, was only 
fifteen feet distant from the bow of the vessel, 
ond tho shock, as felt on board, was very slight 
indeed. Every one was chaimed with the ex- 
periment. 

Jt was» now decided to try a torpedo placed 
twenty feet below the surface of the water, and 
about the same distance from the bow of the 
versel. This torpedo contained sixty pounds of 
powder, and was placed lu position as in the 
former experiment, but was exploded by 
Beardfley's magnetic-electro machines. The 
explosion at this time produced different results, 
and still more interesting. The water was 
tblrtj feet deep, and the torpedo at the instant 
of explosion was ten feet from the bed of the 
river, consequently it was a trifle longer before 
the tremendous result made itselt manifest. 
When it did come it was awfully grand. A 
black cone, surmounting a blacker column, 
arose from the surface, aud quickly mounted 
aloft, at least three score feet, being twenty feet 
in diameter, and thick with mud. ' It presented 
in unmistakable evidence the power which the 
machine possessed for harm, and which at timee 
h ing doi mant could be roused in an incalcula- 
ble space of time, and let loose for destruction 
ef lift and property. The shock of this torpedo 
wns felt over a space of about one hundred and 
filly Anrds in diameter. It lifted, or fell as if it 
did, the how of the vessel about nine inches, 
but producing no unpleasant sensation. 

We are satis lied that this vessel, for destruc- 
tive purposes, has no equal in the world. No 
iron-clad can withstand its power. It is per- 
fectly safe to operate in, and the nearer she ap- 
proaches an enemy the safer she becomes, 
w hile every foot nearer she approaches her vic- 
tim only hastens the lime of her certain destruc- 
tion. The experiments being over, the Strom- 
boli and her consort, picket-boat No. (!, steamed 
back to their stations.

MONDA Y, DECEMBER 5, 1801. 

Mkktisc of Congkkss.— The second session 
of the Thirty-eighth Congress commences to- 
day, and everything in and around the nation J 
capitol is prepared for the accommodation of 
the members. The immense scaffold which 
for several years has obstructed the rotundo 
has been removed, and the elegant space is 
cleared of obstructions. The valuable pictures 
which adorn its walls can again be examined 
without the inconvenience of dust and noise 
The Washington Chronicle states that the row 
of gaslights around the first or lower section of 
the dome, and which/ arc 60 arranged that Ihe 
jets are unseen from below, afford a light of 
such brilliance that the dome is perceptible 
from the w harves at Alexandria in that direc- 
tion, and of course from many miles around ; 
but, shortly, that chff d'awrt of American 
skill and mechanism will be illuminated 
by an additional circle of lights around 
the second section of the dome. In tho 
venerated Hall of Representative'", new and 
beautiful Iron railings are being put up, form- 
ing an enclosed thoroughfare through. The 
entire floor is also newly tiled with handsome 
octagon marble blocks, the material for which 
■ is from Lee, Massachusetts. The portico and 
massive steps on the north wing of the eastern 
front are finished, eliciting the admiration of 
every beholder of every land. The work on the 
south wing is progressing, and the beautiful 
columns arc all chiselled and ready. 

Let us hope that the grandeur, duribility, 
and architectural beauty of the stately pile, 
erected for the deliberations of our National 
Congress, may, during the coming session, wit- 
ness the consideration of enlightened states- 
manship, tending to insure the permanence of 
our Union, and the symmetrical proportions of 
Ihe Constitutional guards and guarantees 
for the preservation of the liberties of tho 
American t eople. 

Tiik Last Chance. — I have iu a previous 
communication shown to your rsaders that af- 
ter the lth ol March the nation outside of Ken- 
tucky will have the power to free the slaves in- 
side of it, by constitutional amendment, with- 
out the aid of a single Kentucky vote in or out 
of Congress. If this is done, the anti-slavery 
majority, owing no thanks to us, in no way be- 
holden to us, <>l course, would not pay ns. 

But how does it stand between now and the 
4th of Mai rh next? In the present Congress 
the Senate indeed holds a Republican majority 
of considerably over two-thirds, bm the Ibm-o 
docs not. The latter body contained HJJ Re- 
publicans when the vote for Speaker was taken; 
add Kitchen, of Virginia; Sam Knox, of Mis- 
souri, admitted to their scats afterwards, and 
the following gentlemen elected as Democrats: 
Bailey, of Pennsylvania; Stel>bins, Griswt.M, and 
Odeli, of New York, and Wheeler, of Wiscon- 
sin, who have come over, and three new mem- 
bers from Louisiana, and one from Nevada, and 
deduct Brutus Clay, aud there are 11.1 sure votes 
for the amendment against 75. Of the latter I 
think Mr. Brooks, of New York, could be induced 
to support the constitutional abrogation of 
slavery; aud several others would be willing to 
absent themselves, or, at least, to pair, which, 
in a two-thirds re<|iiiiemcnt, is some advantage. 
Now if, under instructions from their Legisla- 
ture, and Other Organs of public opinion at home, 
the six McClellan members from Kentucky will 
give their vote in tho affirmative, on cmdiiion of 
a partial compt n&ativn, the measure may be car- 
ried this wii.u r Instead of next; and if the Dem- 
ocrats see that it can bo carried without them, 
most of them will not like tu stand out to the 
last for an interest already dead, and the resolu- 
tion to abolish slavery throughout the United 
£ltotcs may go through by an almost unaul- 
tnous voice, with hardly a negative, but from 
such men as Long, Harris, Ben and Fernando 
Wood, Pendleton, and Voorhces. Tile measure 
would be received here in Kentucky, where its 
pi iucipal aud most obvious effect would take 
place, not as the act of a hostile majority, but 
as the agreement of the people of the State and 
of the nntion. The struggle might thus be 
shortened by a year, and good fecliug restored, 
and we (either ihe State treasury or the slave 
holders among us) have some of Uncle Sam's 
money in the bargain. What say you? D. 

This proposal deserves consideration, as it 
is fraught with the utmost importance. There 
can be no doubt that the Thirty-ninth Congress 
will propoee an amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States prohibiting involuntary ser- 
vitude, except as a penalty for the commission 
of crime. This is a foregone conclusion, and 
we find in our intercourse with tho people of 
Kentucky that many are satisfied and others

disturbing and distracting element of partisan- 
ship removed from the Held of our party poli- 
tics and national elections. Nothing can pre- 
vent this proposed amendment from being sent 
to the Legislatures of the States, and its ratifica- 
tion by tbree-fiiurths of the State Legislatures in 
the course of a few years. The question then 
arises, would it not be better for the present Con. 
flrese— the Thirty-eighth — to send the amend" 
mint to the States without dcioj-f i~» as*. — » 
tcr be referred to the people in their State 
Legislatures, aud tnl-ou out of the rfttional 
councils. co * HM much time and vast expendi- 
ture of breath can be saved at Washington. 
The Senate iiud House will then be in a condi- 
tion to direct their energized exertions upon the 
prosecution of the war to put down the rebel 
lion. We have but a very slight idea ihal any 
appropriation will be voted to compensate loyal 
men for the loss of their slaves, for the TUirly- 
aixth Congress rejected a bill which provided 
compensation for Missouri. The situation of 
the pending ji iut amendatory resolution is prob- 
ably wcU understood. It passed the Senate by 
the constitutional two-thirds majority, but failed 
in the House, when amotion was entered to 
reconsider the vote by which it was rejected, 
and it therefore stands among the un- 
finished business, and can be taken up at any 
time after the reconvention of Congress to- 
day. The Legislature of Kentucky meets, after 
its recess, in four weeks from next Wednesday, 
aud no one can deny that its labors would be 
much relieved if the subject of slavery could 
be disposed of by referring it to the people. Our 
8tate will then have an opportunity to give an 
expression of opinion at the August election in 
1864, upon the choice of members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. When our Legislature ad- 
journed on the lid of last February, the session 
wai- extended, 6o that the people of Kentucky 
could be in couneil through their Legislature, 
after the result of the Presidential election was 
known, and while Congress was in session. It 
was a wise forethought, and we hope that the 
same wisdom will direct its deliberations when 
It reassembles. 

(jj-Jamcs Speed, Esq., left our city on Friday 
for Washington, upon the summons of Presi- 
dent Lincoln, to assume the position of Attor- 
ney -General oi tho United States. Associated 
as we have been publicly with Mr. Speed upon 
the Union platform of Kentucky, until the Pres- 
idential canvass temporarily separated us, we 
know his unswerving loyalty, aud we are con- 
vinced that he is not of that fanatical class 
which denounced those who supported McClel- 
lan ns traitors. No more faithful or honest gen- 
tleman can be found than James Speed. He 
has always been an emancipationist upon prin- 
ciple, both in a humanitarian and economic 
point of view, and it was therefore natural that 
Mr. Lincoln should call upon him to assume 
the high, dignified, and responsible position of 
the law advisor of his Cabinet. We feel every 
confidence that he will bring to the discharge of 
his duties ability, integrity, and close applica- 
tion.

When I say that one ofthe bloodiest battles 
of the war has just been fought nt Franklin, 
the only qualification that I would have attend 
the assertion is one that will rejoice every loyal 
heart in the land, aud that thauks to that Great 
Power who holds in his hand the destinies of 
nations. The campaign, marked and to be re- 
membered through all time bv the sanguinary 
straggle referred to, has been one fraught with 
perils, sufferings, labors, trials, and escapes 
lhat will not only excite absorbing interest in 
the reader of American history when we shall 
have passed from the worldly stage, but will 
challenge the admiration of the world for the 
loyal soldiery of America, and enshrine the 
memories of the participants in the hearts of 
generations yet to come. 

SITUATION BF.FOUF. T1IF. KNF.MT S AI1VANTE. 

It will be remembered that Hood and Bern- 
regard iu orders to their troops, and Davi. in 
addresses, had promised by way of reassuring 
aud encouraging the Tenuessceans in the rebel 
serviee, that thev should soon tread again the 
soil ol their own* State. Aficr a timu spent in 
reorganizing, constructing pontoons, and amaz- 
ing supplies at Florence, ihe rebel army crossed 
the Tennessee, aud headed boldly northward, 
in Ihe direction of Pulaski. 

Tlll-IR FIIIST APFKA F.ANt I'.. 

On the 23d, report reached our headquarters, 
then at Pulaski, lhat the eutire rehel aiuiy was 
undoubtedly moving to the left of Pulaski at a 
rapid gait, "and dispositions were at once made 
to counteract the movement. At 2 30 P. M. of 
that day our column abandoned Pulaski, our 
rear-guard skirmi.-hiu" heavily with the enemy's 
cavalv. We reached Lynnville that night after 
a rapid march, and discovered that the enemy, 
foiled in his effort to possess the m do road — 
our natural line of retreat — had deflected from 
bis line of inarch toward Lynnville, aud wilh 
all possible speed was hurry ing forward to oc- 
cupy Columbia. 

A rack Fon cO L Um B A. 
"At 4 A. M. on the 24 ih, our wearied troops 
again took np the line of march, parallel with 
that pursued by the enemy, and, halting or de- 
la* lug not at all during dav or night, entered the 
place at daylight on the Soth. Our cavalry had 
closely observed the enemy's movements, all of 
which tended lownrd this point, and, although 
for thirty hours without rest or deep, the jaded 
•oldiers hail been on the march, the work of 
constructing an exterior line of temporary 
earthworks was begun and sedulously carried 
forward. The enemy's cavalry harassed the 
skirmishers considerably during the day, but 
gained no advantage. 

On the 20th, the enemy pressed us more 
stubbornly than the day before, and the troops 
were set to work on an interior line of works. 
All day the skirmUhiug went on, both parlies 
losing slightly, and ut night we withdrew tho 
main force to the inuer works. 

Kimball's and Wagner's divisions held the 
interior line, and Wood the outer, while Cox 
a .d Rugcr crossed thei iver with trains, the latter 
constructing lite (burnt, Duiing the 27th our 
army lay quietly in the position mentioned, 
av. aittng developments and courting battle. 
Th e nemy could be distinctly seen mameuvring 
hi- troops, shifting from right to left, now and 
then deploy ing skirmishers aud engaging ours, 
hut evidently consuming time in an effort to 
detract attention fiom movements going on 
elsewhere. 

The main rebel force was evident.lv aiming at 
some point along the river in which to secure a 
c ossinc. On the night of the 27t.h our army 
withdrew to the north side of Duck river, 
and established n line crossing the Nashville 
pike, and commanding the ford immediately in 
fr;ntof the town. Ail day of the 88th we lay 
in this petition watchlnglhc enemy and throw- 
ing up a line of light defences. 

On the morning of the 29th. definite reports 
having been received that Hood had crossed 
the river at Hugh's Mill, on our left, as wu 
faced southward, and that his cavalry held the 
Lewh burgh pike, the army started im-nedi- 
ately for Spring Hill. The rebels had adroitly 
shifted in the race from our left to our right, 
facing northward, and now strode hurriedly 
forward contldeut of his ahilitv to intercept and 
catch us iu Hank at Spring Hill. The head of 
our column arrived Just iu time nt this point to 
prevent the entrance of the enemy's advance. 
Skirmishing was kept up all day, now and then 
growing to the dimensions of a respectable en- 
gagement. General Bradley's brigade on our 
part held the trenches. Sturdier soldiers never 
did a soldier's duty Viciously the enerav as- 
saulted, but each assault terminated disastrously 
to the foe, aud cost us but lightly. I regret to 
have t j mention in this noble little action tho 
slight wounding of General Bradley himself. 
The incarnation of thosenquaUties most ad- 
mired iu a gallant soluier, his conduct is a 
bright theme for the eulogist, and a shiuing 
mark for him who. by brave deeds, would merit 
the admiration of bis countrymen. 

A MAKKOW ESCAPE. 

During the night of the 2'Jth, Cheatham, who 
held the advance of the rebel army, pas.-ed 
aiound Spring Hill and encamped parallel with 
the main road leading to Columbia, along which 
our column must reiiie. 

It was per ^'ivfil i'i it tho '>->„.■«.,■ :.. , — :\ 
nun u!.-i"lsiuons Were at onee ma le to extricate 
it, if possible, without abandoning trains or ar- 
tillery, and fall back ou Franklin. Cheatham, 
wilh his entire corps, lay along and wiihin two 
hundred yards of the turnpike^ The problem 
was to pais the army, with oar immense supply 
and artillery trains, along thai road, without in- 
viting a night attack, which, iu all probability, 
would produce consternation, and cause at leact 
the loss of supplies and baggage, and perhaps of 
our artillery. 

Intentions were once entertained of abandon- 
ing tie trains, but, on consideration, it was de- 
t-iniii,fid bv the officers to risk tho mpttimmt. 
At 11 o'elook, i>. u., iiic wlumn was in motion, 
with Cox and Roger in advance, and the trains 
NMhriehed, as it were, between the-.e and the 
.other portions of the army. 

Prisoners declare lhat great indignation is felt 
against Cheatham, who, mellowed into listless 
inebriety by numerous potations of a bed arliule 
Of >])iritut frumtnii, permitted our whole army 
to puss him almo-t unmolested, when the op- 
portunity presented of striking us a telling blow 
in flank, and, if not successful, in producing a 
rout at least, and iu destroying hundreds of 
wagons aud capturing all our guns. 

Let the war on strong drink assume a milder 
character hcreaficr, if it beifound that this state- 
ment is Iruo. The altar of Bacchus should be 
hung with the laurel wreath. 

AU night the rattle and rumble of wheels 
wmt on, and, save a few demonstrations by 
small parties of rebel cavalrv, who succeeded In 
burning not to exceed filtcen wagons and kill- 
ing a few horses, the army and trains passed 
eatery out to Fianklin. 

At daylight our rear-guard skirmished with 
the enemy, who, baffled aud chagrined, follow- 
ed bard after. 

At day light on the 30th the head of Cox's 
column entered Fianklin, and ut once begun 
constrnctlDg works to protect the passage to the 
north of Harpeth. 

Day after day and night after night had worn 
and almost exhausted our troops, but still thev 
zealously, cheerfully labored »nd marched and 
fought. Wood had passed s.ifelv over the river 
in charge of the trains, and Kimball and Wagner 
were about to withdraw from the line and'fol- 
low, when it was announced that the rebel army 
was marshalling in front for a grand assault. 

THP. POSITION 

Can be readily understood by reference to the 
map. Franklin, a small town'of perhaps fifteen 
hundred inhabitants in its palmier davs, Is sit- 
uated in the bend of ihe river, which bounds it 
on the north, in a graceful curve. The railroad 
enters the town from the northwest. The turn- 
pike leading toward Columbia bears a little 
west of south. Our respective wings rested on 
Ihe river, save shoit intervals on either flank, 
which were commanded bv the artillery of the 
23d corps, eligibly posted on the north bank. 

Kimball held the right, Knger the left, Cox 
the eentre.aud Wagner was pushed out to occupy 
the exterior lino, and break the force of the 
rebel charge. 

ENEMY ASSAULT*. 

Abont half-past three o'clock P. M. on the 
30th, the rebel line was seen to move forward, 
determinedly bent ou ocenpving our line, driv- 
ing us from the works, effecting our annihila- 
tion, and completing the object of the invasion 
by a grand entry into Nashville. Prisoners say 
Hood assured them that to break our lines at 
Franklin was to destroy us, and that this army 
destroy ed, the occupation of Nashville and the 
deliverance of the Slate from Yaukee rule a 
consummation admitting of no doubt. Cle- 
burne's division, of Cheatham's corps (formerly 
Hardee's) was perhaps the first to attack, and 
indeed they swept with the fun' of a hurricane 
toward Wagner s line. The tread of that im- 
petuous column was like thcjmullled roar of the 
coming storm lhat tells through the soughing 
forest of its approach. It was a hecatomb thai 
bravery paid in an inglorious cause. It was 
not Intended that the exterior line should be 
held, and Wagner, unable to cope with such su- 
perior numbers, fell back to the main works 
aud fought his men with Rugcr and Cox in a 
manner lhat merits emulation. 

The enemy repulsed, re-formed his shattered 
and bleeding columns, and, with an intrepidity 
and fury seldom equalled and never surpassed, 
they burst again on our unyielding fr int. Just 
at a paint where our line crossed the Columbia 
pike were pouted regiments stronglv leavened 
with raw recruits. These, unused to the din 
and excitement attending struggles of the mag- 
nitude and ferocity of this, wavered at the first 
shock, at the second crumbled off. and weak- 
ened the line so much that the rem lining vet- 
erans could not v. ith all their heroic tenacity 
stay the impetuous toe. 

On came the enemy , their path strewn with 
their dead and dy ing, scaled the works, and 
held our ti enehes. 

Col. Opdyke's brigade, composed of veteran 
troops, lav just iu ie.-ervc of the line broken. 
Gen. Stanley instantly perceived the peril and 
appealed to this brigade to restore the Hue. 
You only, who have seen with what alacrity 
these tried old soldiers respond in an emergency, 
can imagine with what speed and at the satnc 
lime cool determination they shoulder a task. 
In that whole fearless line, each man seemed to 
ft el and appreciate the full value of his own 
individual exertions. The enemy seemed deter- 
mined to hoi 1 the breach at every cost. He 
lought willi ihe tenacity of desperation, and his 
front blaztd wild destructive fury full in the 
face of our Steadily advancing line. 

Gen. Stnuley knew that failure was defeat, 
and defeat entire destruction. D ishing forward 
in person iu frout ofthe lino, with head uncov- 
ered, be led the charge. Victory hung on the 
itvue of that struggle. The retiring troops 
were caught aud re formed, and, reinspired 
by the noble example of their fellow-soldiers, 
who had fought aud bled ou twenty fields be- [ 



fore, they willingly and cheerfully Intermingled, 
returned through that dreadful hail of bullets, 
and did glorious work. Officers who passed 
through that terrible ordeal at Chickamauga 
assert that on no other occasion did they ever 
experience such a din of musketry. 

night on our soldiers moved, answering fire 
with fire. Stanley was 6een to fall. His horse 
was killed, and in a moment he was up and 
striding on, still in advance. An instant after, 
a ball struck him in the ncckj just grazing the 
bone, and inflicting severe pain. The day was 
not yet won. There was much work yet to do, 
and still he kept the field. 

The batteries of the 1th corps, dire?tpd by 
that Intrepid artillerist dipt. Bridges, blazed 
destructively on the foe. The enemy, weakened 
bv their losses and disheartened at the tenacity 
of onr troop6, crumbled off— first iu couples, 
then in squads, and finally broke and ran. The 
line was restored, the army saved, and a'vic- 
torv achieved lhat merits for the brave partici- 
pants the nation's thanks. 

T.RAVKIiV OK THK ESK.VT. 

I never before heard from the lips of our sol- 
diers and officers f uch unqualified praise of the 
enemy's bravery. Stewart's corps fought right 
up to our line at every charge, and, at places, 
gained our parapet, but were swept away 
almost as soon. 

So determined were they that they thrust 
their muskets between the parapet and bead log 
aud fired through at our men in the trenches. 
At one point there was but the breastwork be- 
tween us, and both parties stuck their muskets 
over the work and tired into each other's line. 
Bay onet met bayonet at many points along the 
line. There is no distinguishing between 
divisions In our own army. Each did 
its work assigned in so complete a manner that 
encomiums on one would be invidious. The 
struggle did not cease with the restoration of 
the line. Hood, after a breathing spell, cover- 
ing onr entire front, hurled Cheatham and 
Stewart again and again upon our works, only 
to see his shattered and weakened columns 
hurled back again in disorder. Among the 
truly brave men the enemy lost that day, none 
merited that honor more fully than the rebel 
General Adams, who commanded a brigade in 
Loring's division, of Stewart's corps. Heading 
the charge of his brigade, he rode right up to 
our works. His horse, urged forward, had 
placed his fore feot on the parapet, when a vol- 
ley swept both away, and rider and horse fell 
dead in the ditch. 

The 104th Ohio, of Rilev's brigade, gathered 
among the rebel dead in their frout, eleven 
kettle Hags. 

NIOIIT ASSAULT. 

Cheatham and Stewart, foiled In their efforts 
to take our line, leaving five thousand of their 
dead aud wounded on the grouud, were with- 
drawn, and Lte advanced to assault us after 
daik. He, too, was defeated and thrown back in 
disorder. Until 9 o'clock the enemy kept feel- 
ing our lines to see whether we were not with- 
drawing. The original plan did not cont;m- 
plate a battle at Franklin ; but, forced to an 
engagement that had terminated so gloriously 
for us, glory enough for one day had been reap- 
ed, and during the night the whole army was 
withdrawn to north of Harpeth, and continued 
its march toward Nashville. 

The fruits of the victory were the capture of 
over thirty battle-flags, the placing of perhaps 
six thousand rebels tors du combat, and the cool 
lug of the cnemv's ardor to such a degree as to 
considerably delay the consummation of his 
grand inva-ionary" scheme, if not to foil it alto- 
gether. Our io.-s will not, I think, exceed the 
estimate I sent by telegraph, viz: fifteen uhu- 
drcd killed and wounded.

Tire Situation— BrRnmrxirc is East Te*nf. - 
sek— Hood a>d Thomas. — We have reliable in- 
formation that Breckinridge is slowly retirinc; 
before Gen. Bnrbridge's advance in East Ten- 
nessee. He does not appear to be anxious for 
jjattle, although his force, perhaps, is as large 
as our own. General Burbridge has occupied 
Bean Station, a little town in Granger county, 
and a point nearly equally distant from Cum- 
berland Gap and Knoxville. General Brockin- 
Las retreated into the edge of Virginia, 
perhaps with the hope of outflanking our forces 
and making a bold and rapid sweep down upon 
Cumberland Gap. With General Stoneman at 
Knoxville, General Burbridgc in the vicinity of 
Bean Station, and General Breckinridge near 
the Virginia line, we cannot see how the 
fituation is greatly improved. Cumber- 
loud Gap is exposed, unless Gen. Burbridge 
keeps well to the north and left, and covers the 
point with his army. It is evident that Breckin- 
ridge is maneuvring for a better position. When 
Jiis army was concentrated at Bean Station, he 
threatened both Cumberland Gap and Knox- 
Tille. By his retreat to the Virginia line, he 
threatens Cumberland Gap alone. Gen. Stone- 
man can now advance from Knoxville, and con- 
centrate his command with the forces under 
Burbridge. With the two wings united, the 
army will be quite formidable, and Breckinridge 
X ill find it too strong for him to oppose. 

The situation at Nashville is the subject of 
much speculation. By the telegraph we learn 
that Hood is intrenching his army within three 
miles of the city. His forces arc in battle line, 
and the report says a battle is imminent. 

nood may make any amount of show and 
tilustcr. and . nine a threatening attitude, yet 
we do not believe that he can deceive Gen. 
Thomas in regard to his intentions by making 
him believe that he is going to assault our for- 
lilied front at Nhshvillc. It is our opinion that 
he has his eyes upon a point further north, and 
that a desperate elfort will be made to cross the 
Cumberland river. A programme similar to 
the one followed by Bragg in his invasion of 
Kentucky, we believe, has been adopted by 
Hood. He may manoeuvre his infantry columns 
in Iront of Nashville, and make feints upon our 
works, in order to occupy our attention, while 
his cavalry, under Forrest, effects a crossing of 
the river. We may ba wrong, yet until 
facts prove it otherwise, we will enter- 
tain this opinion. Hood has nothing to 
gain by an assault upon Nashville, 
fur he certainly cannot be ignorant of the fact 
that it is one of the strongest fortified cities in 
the Union. It would show better generalship 
to llaukJihc position and force Gen. Thomas to 

Cannot do this more effectually than by 
'crowing to the north bank of the Cumberland. 
Of his ability to do this, it is another question. 
The river is lined with gunboats, j ct they are 
not invincible. We do not think that Hood can 
cross, we only arg\ie that an attempt to carry 
cut a programnre of the kind is the most plaus- 
ible theory. But General Hood is a strange 
compound, and he may possibly be mad enough 
to assault our works at Nashville. After hid 
atrange maneuvres at Spring Hill, and his fool- 
ish attack at Franklin, wo 6hould be surprised 
, at nothing that he may attempt to do. 

Rp.r.r.i. Prisoners.— Six rebel commissioned 
officers and forty-nine enlisted men were re- 
ceived In the city Saturday night as prisoners of 
war from Nashville. They were captured in the 
battle of Franklin, Tenn. Amoug the officers 
was Vincent G. Winne, Lieutenant-Colonel of 
the 17th Tennessee infantry. While en route for 
this city Jerome P. Wilson, Major and Assistant 
Adjutant-General on Gen. Lee's staff, jumped 
from the cars, and succeeded in making his es- 
cape. The six commissioned officers were yes- 
terday furnished transportation to Johuson's 
Island and a guard to keep watch over them on 
the road. One hundred and twenty -five rebel 
enlisted men were yesterday forwarded to Camp 
Douglas as prisoners of war. 



A Sao Cask.— We learn from the Crawfords- 
ville, Indiana, Journal, that John Michael Fish- 
er, came to his death in that place on the 20th 
nit., under very distressing circumstances. The 
deceased found upon his gate a placard inform- 
ing him that unless he subscribed liberally to 
relieve the township of the draft, neither his life 
nor his property would be safe. The same 
night— about midnight— his barn and its con- 
tents, worth several thousand dollars, were 
fired and burned. Believing that the whole 
threat would be executed, he obtained a weapon 
atfdefence. and, being unused tojhondling lire- 
aipis, so disposed it upon his person, that by an 
accident it caused his death. He was about 
seventy years of age, and highly respected. He 
leaves an aged widow. 

O" J. A. Stewart, Esq , late of Rome, Ga., 
contemplate the delivery of a scries of lectures 
In our city on the origin of the secession move- 
ment in tic South, its progress, and its impend- 
ing fall.

A Correction.— Lieutenant-Colonel Slicp- 
bard writes us a note rcquestiug that a correc- 
tion be made in reference to the 173d Ohio 
Toluntecr infantry. One of the published 
reports says that this regiment was in the battle 
of Franklin, Teuu., and that it broke aud fell 
back before the rebel advance. Col. Shephard 
informs us that the regiment did not participate 
in the fight, as at the time it was encamped 
at Nashville; therefore the report of its breaking 
and falling back is incorrect. 

Captured i>y McNairy. — The Nashville Un- 
ion learns that the guerilla leader Duvall Mc- 
Nairy captured, on Thursday, about twelve 
miles from that city, on the Northwestern Kail- 
road, a gang of carpenters, numbering about 
forty, and robbed them Of all their money, 
burned their trunks, and destroyed their tools, 
Worth fully one thousand dollars. Duvall, that 
was a dirty trick. We are afraid you are get- 
-tlnt' cadlv demoralized.

Probable Strength of the Rebel Army. 



Through the kindness of an army officer, we 
have been furnished with some interesting de- 
tails of the movements of the armies south of 
Nashville, and of the recent desperate battle at 
Franklin, Tennessee. On Saturday, the 19th 
of November, the reliel army was concentrated 
at Florence, Alabama, on the Tennessee river, 
aud preparations were made for an advance 
and a hostile demonstration upon our lines. 
General Hatch, who had strongly picketed the 
entire front, intercepted a despatch from Gen. 
Hood directing General Forrest to have his 
command prepare four days' rations, and to be 
ready to move forward on Monday. The 
weather about this time was very inclement, 
and the roads were barely passable. The trains 
floundered in the mud, and to move them re- 
quired a labored effort. 

On Tuesday Gen. Thomas received informa- 
tion that the rebel columns were in motion, and 
on Wednesday he started with his own army for 
Columbia. Hood was not encumbered with 
heavy trains, consequently his march was more 
rapid than that of Thomas. Both armies were 
moving Northward from different bases in con- 
centrating lines, Columbia being the objective 
point. The rebels had further to travel, but 
their march was more rapid than ours. Col. 
Capron's cavalry brigade was hurried forward 
by Gen. Thomas to occupy Columbia. On 
Thursday Gen. Cox, with the second division 
of the 23d army corps, leading our infantry 
advance, arrived near Columbia and found Cap- 
ron hotly engaged with the advance rebel 
column. Our cavalry fought gallantly, but were 
outnumbered, and, being slowly driven by the 
enemy, Cox charged forward with his division 
and drove the rebels back. He arrived at a 
time most opportune, for he turned the tide of 
affairs and defeated the plans of the enemy. If 
the rebels had succeeded in capturiug the town 
our army would have had to accept bat- 
tle under great disadvantages, and Chicka- 
mauf.;a would havo been acted over again, per- 
haps, with a more damaging result. Thomas 
arrived at Columbia during the day with his 
trains and army, and intrenched himself, Cox 
taking position on the right. In the afternoon 
of I he same day, an inner line of works was 
constructed, and, on Friday night, all of the 
army, except Wood's divis'wn, retired be- 
hind this line Wood, assisted by Hender- 
son's brigade, held the outer works until 
Sunday night, when the entire army withdrew 
and took position on the opposite bank of Duck 
liver. The troops were engaged on Monday in 
throwing up a new line ol fortifications. Tues- 
day evening another retreat was determined 
upon. Waguer's division, of the 1th corps, led 
the advance. Hood discovered our movement, 
and soon his columns we-e in motion. Cleburne 
pushed rapidly forward, in hopes of intercept- 
ing us at Spring Hill. Wagner and Cleburne 
came in sight of the town nearly at the same 
time. A sharp fight ensued, in which the rebels 
were repulsed. Duriug the night the two armies 
concentrated in the vicinity of Spring Hill, 
nood's columns were more compact than our 
own, and the advantage of position, evidently, 
was in his favor, as he had his army missed 
and in battle line, while our divisions were 
yet on the road. It looks as if a crisis was at 
hand. The situation was deeply interesting, 
and a battle was thought to be imminent Our 
troops were deploved in line as Stat as they ar- 
rived. Between 8 and 9 o'clock Wood and Kim- 
ball, with their respective divisions of the 4th, 
General Stanley's corps, moved up the Colum- 
bia Pike in the immediate frout of the rebel 
battle-line, and not more than four hundred 
yards from their position. The rebels fired up- 
on them with musketry as they passed, but did 
not offer to attack. Thexonduct of Hood seems 
inexplicable. He was master of the situation, 
yet he did not avail himself of the advantage. 
If an attack had been made as seon as the rebel 
army was massed, the fortunes of the day- 
would have been against us. lie might have 
checked us, whipping each division in detail 
as it arrived, aud was thrown into position. As 
soon as the rear of our army had arrived, and 
the conccntratiou was complete, the retreat 
again was commenced. Cox, of the 23d corps, 
took the advance, marching for Franklin. The 
wagon and artillery trains followed close upon 
his rear. Wagner remained at 8pring Hill to 
present a front to the enemy and hold them in 
cheek. Our train was ten miles long, and on 
the march was greatly exposed. In the retreat, 
our army was necessarily much scattered, and 
if Hood had been on the alert, he might have 
t-ceured another advantage. Early the next 
morning, Gen. Cox occupied Franklin, an-1 
durhjg the day the entire army arrived and was 
massed, with both flanks resting upon the river. 
A line of fortifications was thrown up, 
stretching scmi-circle-likc around the town. 

The trains were started across the river, the 
movement covered by Wood's division. The 
army remained in position, Kimball on the right, 
Hugcr in the centre, and Cox on the left. Gun. 
Wagner held au advance line in front of the 
main position. The enemv's cavalry crossed 
Harpeth river on both of our flanks, but was 
sharply engaged by Wilson and driven back. 
About half-past three o'clock in the afternoon 
Hood began to maneuvre his command as if 
intending to make a hostile demonstration. In 
the mean time Gen. Thomas had proceeded to 
Nashville, as it was not dreamed that the rebels 
would attack ns. The battle to us was unexpect- 
ed but not a surprise. Our battle line was 
about a mile and a half in length. At 4 
o'clock Hood had massed his entire forces, 
and (he assault commenced. They advanced in 
double line of battle, four columns of attack 
along the line, converging to the centre with 
intervals, and assaulted with desperate fury 
our entire front. Wagner was lightly in- 
trenched, and, holding our advanced position, 
he rectived the first shock. He could not 
breast the fury of the storm, and was pressed 
back in sonic confusion. On came the rebels 
yelling like demons, flushed with their success. 
Our centre wavered and the line partially gave 
way. At this critical moment, the gallant Col. 
Opd\ ke, of the tslth Illinois, rushed to the res- 
cue with his veteran brigade. Cox and Kimball 
also sent troops to the support, and the line was 
again foruud and confidence restored. Our artil- 
lery was concentrated and placed under conitn md 
of Capt. Bridges, of the Chicago Battery. Right 
gallantly did be superintend the management 
of the gtms. As the rebel line swept forward, 
he poured s deadly fire into their ranks, and the 
fearful carnage and destruction staggered but 
did not dismay them. The assaulting column 
at first consisted of Cheatham's and Stewart's 
corps, estimated at twenty-two thousand men. 
The rebels seemed to have grown desperate, aud 
they madly rushed upon our works. The color- 
bearers were conspicuous for bravery. They 
advanced in front of the line of their respective 
regiments, and, waving their flags, trolled the 
rebel soldiers to the very ditch surrounding our 
woiks, sheltered by which, our brave boys 
poured into the faces of the desperate foe a 
withering fire of lead and flame. The eonlliet 
was terrible. The two lines met face to face, 
ten feet apart, and rained iuto each other's rauks 
murderous volleys of musket balls. The right- 
ing was hand to hand. Along the entire front 
the rebels were clubbed with muskets from our 
works, and the Federal and Confederate soldier 
fell side by side in the terrible conflict of death, 
and their warm blood, mingling together, dyed 
the plain. Never did men more bravely sup- 
port a cause or more gallantly meet on the field 
of battle. As fast as one assault was repulsed, 
the rebel line was re-formed and the attack re- 
newed. Major-General Stanley, commanding 
the 4th corps, was conspicuous among the 
officers for his bravery. In the commencement 
of the battle his horse was shot from under him, 
and one of his staff officers was struck down in 
the same moment by his side. He struggled 
awhile on foot, but, soon finding a new horse, 
he rode coolly up and down the lines, 
and directed movements as if he was the master- 
spirit] of the storm. About "> o'clock he was 
struck by a riflle ball in the back of the shoul- 
der, and carried from the field. His wound is 
painful.though not serious. At 8 o'clock Stew- 
art and Cheatham were reinforced by Gen. 
Lea's corps. All this time the fight had raged 
with unabated fury, and the battle-field was 



covered with the dying and the dead. Thirty 
color flags, the standards of as many different 
regiments, had been planted upon our works, 
the bearers 6hot down, and the flags left in our 
possession. The fighting lasted from 1 o'clock 
in the afternoon until 10 o'clock at night. No 
less than seventeen different assaults and feints 
were made by the rebels. The officers and 
soldiers of our army were alike distin- 
guished for personal daring and bravery. 
The rebel General Adam3 was shot and killed 
while leading a charge upon our line Th 
dead body of his horse was found stretched by 
his own lifeless form at the very foot of our 
breastworks. The discharges of musketry and 
cannon weie heavy aud incessant. In the bat- 
tle our men expended one hundred wagon loads 
of ammunition. An amount fully equal, if not 
greater, was expended by Hood. It is stated as 
a remarkable fact that in one of the assaults 
seventy-five rebels were made prisoners, and 
forty-four of this number were commissioned 
officers. From this it would appear that the 
enlisted men required an example from their 
officers to induce them to fight so desperately. 
When the assault commenced, the head of our 
traiu wason the way to Nashville, anddoringthe 
battle the wagons and teams were hurried for- 
ward as rapidly as possible. Before the close of 
the engagement the whole train was in motion, 
and ntaring the capital of Tennessee. At mid- 
night the line9 of both armies were quiet, an 1 
General Thomas commenced the withdrawal of 
his army. General Wood's division remained 
in the rear to cover the movement. The retreat 
was deliberate and orderly, and everything was 
brought off the field. As our troops ncarcd 
Nashville the next day, to the spectator the 
march was a strange and bewildering sight. 
Floating above the heads of the men were the 
thirty captured rebel banners, and the tri-barred 
flag and the glorious stars and stripes were 
blended together in wonderful confusion. The 
new line was formed around Nashville 
within from three to four miles of the 
city. Our soldiers were worn out with 
fatigue and loss of sleep. For five consecutive 
days and nights they had been marching, work- 
iug in the trenches, and fighting. Yet no mur- 
mur escaped them, no complaint was uttered. 
Scarcely had our line been formed before two- 
thirds of the entire army were stretehed upon 
the ground wrapped in the slumbers of a deep 
repose. Tired nature gave way, aud the weary 
march, scenes of carnage, and the battle roar 
were all forgotten in the sweet hour of heavy 
sleep. Thcrebel army advanced again and con- 
fronted us in the afternoon. Hood's force is 
estimated to number forty-five thousand men, 
although prisoners claim that he has sixty 
thousand. If Dick Taylor has joined him, then 
the latter estimate, perhaps, is correct. Hood 
obtains the most of his supplies from the coun- 
try, although he preserves his communication 
with the Confederacy by way of Florence. He 
will severely feel his loss of ammunition, as, in' 
his present situation, it is difficult to obtain, 
immediately after the battle at Franklin he 
despatched a wagon train to Florence to bring 
forward a fresh 6upply. His soldiers have boai 
enjoying a meagre subsistence, and their des- 
perate lighting is partially attributed to this 
cause. They well know that if our army is 
routed, our rich stores of subsistence will fall 
into their hands. In the haversacks of the 
prisoners captured was found parched corn aud, 
sometimes, rude chunks of corn-bread. Corn 
appeared to be their principal article of food. 
General Thomas feels secure at Nashville. His 
great want Is cavalry, but this deficiency 
is rapidly bciug made good. It was 
his original programme to retire to 
Nashville and offer battle there, aud the light at 
Franklin was not of his seeking. The rebels 
received terrible punishment at our hands, 
when our army withdrew, in accordance with 
the origiual plan. The Colonel Of the 17th

immense supplies and booty lay within their 
grasp. He claims to know (Jen. Cleburne 
well, and says that he saw his dead body. Indi- 
cations are that there will soon be a light or a 
foot race. If the latter, we will be the pursuers.

The Commercial's Washington special savs: 
Richmond papers received to-day udmit that 
Sherman is making rapid progress toward t')e 
sea coast, now that he had crossed the onlv 
barrier formidable to his advance, the Oconee 
river. They express the most intense alarm for 
the safety of Savannah, believing that Sherman 
is aiming to capture or destroy that city 'on his 
way to the coast. 

It is bcl'eved that the Secretarv of the Treas- 
ury will not recommend any additional tax om 
liquors, but will advise a tax'on the sales of one- 
half of one per cent. 

The President's message will be kept open 
till the latest moment to give the latest facts in 
relation to the progress of the war.

The river from Clarksville to this place Is not 
vet safe for steamers, though the gunboat fleet 
will soon render it so. 

Several houses within the rebel lines were 
badlv damaged by our shells to day. 

All residents who make any professions of 
ln\ altv are hurn ing their families and goods to 
Nashville as rapidly as possible. 

The fine residence of Mrs. Brown is occupied 
bvpart of the lebel force. 

' Tin military organization of quartermasters 
forces, numbering ecvcral thousand, have been 
intrenching four days, and have done excellent 
service In even- way. 

The icbel General killed at Franklin was Pat 
Cleburne. 

All persons not residents having no perma- 
nent habitation are ordered North by the Gen- 
eral commanding the post. 



New Yonic, Dec. 4. 
The World's Washington special says: The 
Government officials are unusually jubilant 

over the news from Sherman. The Govern- 
ment possesses means independent of the Rich- 
mond papers, and more reliable of obtain- 
ing intelligence of 8herman's progress. It is 
" il ibntly believed that 8herman not only 
bullied the rebelB, but has so far advanced be- 
yond any serious interruption as to leave no 
doubt of his triumphant success. 

The Savannah and other papers of the 27th 
nil., and Richmond papers of the 1st inst., have 
beeh received, from which the following sum- 
mary is digested: It appears that an attack 
was made on East Macon, 8undav 20th, the 
rcl els losing a battery, which thev subsequently 
recovered, with a small loss on •both sides. 

The attack was expected to be renewed on the 
21st, but it was not, and the rebels came to the 
conclusion that the movement on Sunday was a 
feint. It was probably made by tssmall force of 
Slot urn's corps, which went down on the west 
side of the Oconee river the previous night, in- 
dicating the intention to pass by Augusta between 
that place and Macon, and make for Alabama. 

Governor Brown was in Macon, where he had 
removed all valuables from Augusta. 

It is slated that the rebel cavalrv are burning 
barns, corn-cribs, and everything" that may be 
of use. 

Augusta papers of the 25th sav that the force 
that captured Milledgevillc remained there till 
the evening of lhe?4tb, having burned Brown's 
Hotel, the State House, and the penitentiary, 
and captured a small quantity of ammunition. 
The main body of Sherman's armv was reported 
on the 11th to be thirteen miles "east of Saun- 
dersvllle, coming towards Savannah, epreadine 
devastation. * 

The Richmond Whig of the 1st savs the 
news ftom Georgia yesterday shows that Sher- 
man is gradually approaching the coast, but re- 
frains from giving the direction. He has met 
with no opposition since the repnlse at Oconee 
but efforts are making to lead him off. Wheeler 
had two victorious engagements with Kilpatick's 
cavalry, in one ol which he captured Kilpatrlck's 
hat. 

Gen. Hardee telegraphed from Savannah that 
he left Macon perfectly safe, and was making 
certain dispositions in that quarter. 

The Richmond Di-patch of the 1st savsofflcial 
intelligence of Sherman's movements, and his 
piesent whereabouts, was received yesterdav 
but does not mention said whereabouts. It savs 
that only fourteen gunboats and transports are 
near Port Royal. 

The Charleston Mercury, of the 21th, savs: 
Tlie enemy have 42 pieces of heavy ordnance" on 
Morris Island, bearing on Sumter and Sullivan 

Island. They are busy mounting mortars. 

Thev have a fleet of some dozen monitors at 
Pott Royal, and some where on the coast a 
dozen and a half more. These preparations in- 
dicate an attack on Charleston, andtheadvanco 
of Sherman towards Agusta. No titne*s to be 
lost in preparing to meet the issue. 

The Savannah Republican, of the 25th, says 
that a large fleet is now assembled at Port 
Royal. ;. flj 

The Savannah News thinks Sherman's desti- 
nation is that city, and that, unless his army is 
whipped, routed, or captured, he will reach the 
place. 

A Ililion nead correspondent savs Gen. Fos- 
ter proceeded up Broad river with an expedi- 
te n. landed five miles below Pocolatigo bridge, 
marched on and captured the bridge after sharp 
lighting. The rebels had secreted a large quan- 
t.tv of cotton, which was found and destroyed. 

It is supposed the rebel force along the coast 
has been materially lessened, to concentrate 
forces to oppose Sherman. 

It is reported that Lee is marching against 
Sherman. 

The rebel papers state that Bhermia haa 

ordered ever) house in East Tennessee burned, 
and the country desolated, and that ho had 
refused to rescind the order upon a petition from 
citizens of Knoxville. 

It is repor te d that Cumberland Gap has been 
evacuated, and that the troops are goiug to 
Knr xville. 

A Panama letter received to-day per steamer 
North 8tnr, dated November lHih, has the 
following news: Much excitement his existed 
in Panama durinr the past week, hvthe follow- 
ing incidents: On the 25th of October, the 
American Consul in Panama, received a dispatch 
from Consul Shuftfldt, at Havana, stating that 
the sr.me steamer bringing the dispatch, would 
also (tike to Aspinwall a party of rebel pirates, 
intending to seize the steamer GuaU-tnala. The 
sgent was notified of the plot, and sent the 
Guatemala to sea before the arrival of th" pirates* 
Thcte is also a budget of news relative to the 
plots of rebels to Capture federal ships, all of 
which have been foiled. 

The Guatemala, which has just returned to 
Panama, reports seeing many suspicious look- 
ing persons anxiously waiting the arrival of the 
Salvadtr at La Lcbrate aud Adjulto, undoubted- 
ly accom] licesol the pirates who attempted her 
caplutc. 

. Admiral Tcarson, commanding the American 
squadron in the Pacific, accompanied by Consuls 
Mi Km and Rice, of A-pinwull, waited on the 
Presfdent of Grenada, in Panama, to ask leave 
to pass the pirate prisoners across the Isthmus 
t s nd them to New York. They will he taken 
on the responsibilities of the American officers. 

Francis W. Rice, U. S. Consul at Aspinwall, 
Who arrived at Port Royal on the North Star 
on t'usiuc.'s with the State Department, con- 
t ected «ith the Salvador pirates, arrived 
yesterday. 

The 'fitness Army of the Potomac special 

creates a story of Pryor's conversation at Gen. 
Patten's headquarters". It stutes that Pryor aaid 
thai Sherman's march through Georgia was a 
triumphant success, aud confirmed the story of 
a panic at the South.

New York Fashioss von Dhokmh*?*:.— The 
e»v season may be considered as f tirly inaugu- 
rated this month; and, from all the Bijjns, we 
should judge that It will not be Inferior in bril- 
liance and displays of faehlon to any of its preda. 
cesflors. The fall months were occupied by 
the Presidential canrass, and elections are ai- 
wavs unfavorable to both business and pleasure; 
and the usual stagnation was intensified this 
season by the enormous" prices which were at 
first demanded for goods. 

Against this advance — which represented 
three or four times, and in some cases five or 
six times the cost of the articles four years ago 
— the ladies rebelled, and an almost complete 
suspension of trad* was the result. This so 
alarmed leading houses that a real and very 
decided reduction was made in every depart- 
ment. And this, together with the approach of 
the holidays and the consequent opening of the 
regular festivities, has recently given new life 
to business, and inspired the drooping souls of 
merchants and modules with fresh hope. 

The most notieeable feature in the winter cos- 
tume is the Tarlety of color. We have been so 
long accustomed to a dark or gray uniformity 
that high contrasting colors, especially in street 
garments, seem odd and out of place on indi- 
viduals, although the etfect en masse is lively 
and agreeable. 

Still, w e cannot sec why cloaks should be 
eternallv black or gray any more than dresse-<, 
or why bonnets should not exhibit any color for 
which the wearer has a preference, provided, 
always, that harmony is preserved between the 
different portions of the attire. 

And here is just where lies the difficulty. Most 
women buy their dresses without any reference 
to their bonnets; their bonnets without regard 
to cloaks, shawls, or mantles; and their gloves 
and ribbons, at odd limes, without any thought 
or care at all. The chances are, therefore, that 
the greater the variety of color allowed, the 
more numerous the incongruities in costume, 
and the more flagrant the breaches of good taste. 

The second-rate way in which American wo- 
men obtain their fashions renders them particu- 
larly liable to be imposed upon. 

French and English fashion-jonrnalisti are 
naturally anxious to seize any opportunity for 
the discovery and announcement of a novelty; 
and 60 it frequently happeas that a daring in- 
novation introduced upon a Parisian race-course 
and an English archery-ground, or a grotesque 
style applauded for once during the freedom of 
a roval pleasure-party, is announced here as 
regularly authorized by the highest standards of 
fashion, and eagerly adopted by young girls aud 
foolish women, who willingly sacrillce good 
taste and propriety on the shrine of the fickle 
goddess. ^ 

8uch persons can be recognized instantly. 
Thev always represent the last fashion-plates. 
Their bonnets are either three stories, or the 
brim is bent so low over the front as to conceal 
their narrow foreheads and short pug noses. 
Borne times they figure in a robe which sweeps 
the pavement, and anon their dresses are lilted 
nearly to the knee, over vandyked skirts, whilo 
high boots and a small apology for a hat sur- 
mounting a mass of hair lying low on the neck 
and decorated by a '•war-eagle" plume, divide 
their apparent pretcn-iuns between those of a 
figurante and a vivandiere. 

The point of those remarks i3 simply this, that 
it is very ncce-sary to distinguish in fashion 
between 'what is suitable for every day and 
habitual costumes, and what may be excused 
and even admin d, as exceptional, but would be 
ridiculed if worn all the time. A verv few 
women in this country can afford to display 
three expensive caprice', and those who cannot 
should be careful not to indulge in any exag- 
gerations or in suy sty lee which do not come 
strictly within the boundary of lady-like taste. 

The "«oat," which was introduced with such 
s llourish of trumpets, has failed signally. A 
good many are said to have been m ule and sold; 
but when, where, how, or to whom, is a problem 
more difficult to solve than any in Euclid; for 
none are ever .ten. 

We hope sincerely that this is the last effort 
to transform women into mongrels. As women 
they occupy an acknowledged position, and 
have their own special uses and abundant at- 
tractions, but there is nothing more repulsive 
limn munish women, or more contemptible than 
effeminate men; and so this aping of masculine 
attire is as undignified as it is unbecoming. 

The cloaks Of the season are more remarkable 
for comfort ihsn elegance; the enormous cost 
having cut off the demand for the rich velvets, 
trimmed with real lace, which formerly consti- 
tuted quite a large proportion of the fashion- 
able garments. Such, of course, are still to be 
bad by those who'are willing to dispose in this 
way of the requisite number of greenbacks; 
but the majority content themselves with the 
fine plnshes and handsome beaver cloths, which 
convey at least an idea of warmth, and, in the 
neat half-fitting paletot-shapes, arc not at all 
unbecoming. 

A novelty in opcra-cloaka attracted attention 
at the Academy of Music recently. It consisted 
of a sort of mantle of white merino, orna- 
mented with an application of scarlet merino, 
representing branches of coral. A heavy white 
chenille fringe formed the border. The aflbet 
was striking but very good, and was heightened 
probably by the beauty of the wearer, whose 
dark hue contrasted admirably with a coral 
net, snd spray arranged low at the sides. 

Fur cloaks are not made, excepting to order, 
snd they are not likely to be worn to any ex- 
tent. There is little change iu the shape of 
furs, excepting in cuffs, which are made smaller, 
to 6uit the small sleeves made both for dresses 
and cloaks. Collarettes are quite as Urge, and 
generally round, although a few are made with 
a point at the back. They seem to have quite 
taken the place of the vietorinc, and also of the 
half- cape, which is only adhered to by those 
who regard their comfort more than fashion. 

In Pails, the mull's for the present month are 
made of quilted satin, with velvet, swansdowu, 
or grebe binders, ora simpler kind still constats 
of plush made to match the plu?h cloaks. A<the 
cold season advances, sable mulfs will take the 
lend, and black velvet will be worn, bordered 
with chinchilla. 

Ladies who wear the lining of their muffs out 
every -< • ■ n, by cramming them with multifari- 
ous articles collected on every shopping tour, 
w ill appreciate the novel idea of providiug them 
w ith pockets in the inside, warranted to hold 
handkerchief, pocket-brink, pair of new gloves, 
peper of candy, a package of pearl powder, a 
skein of zephy r-wor.-ted, and a paper of pins. 
These pockets are made of stronger material 
than the ordinary marcclline lining, and will 
therefore be a saving as well as afford security. 

The small bonnets have been received with 
great favor, and, m fact, aside from their exact 
adaptation to the present mode of dressing the 
hair, ninny of them are very pretty aud grace- 
ful specimens of millinery art. Tiie most ad- 
mired style is the Kanchon. A front of green 
velvet, for instance, with a half-handkerchief of 
black luce hilling low over a crown of soft 
white tulle. A large 'crushed rose low down 
under the lace, and wide greeu vclvel-fi iuged 
stiings. 

These wide-fringed ribbons are a late and 
costly novelty; the make elegant sashes, and 
are used for that purpose as well as for bon- 
nets. 

The Flench flowers of the present season are 
nearly all velvet. Thev are not at all natural, 
but they are very beautiful— maguiliceut as 
specimens of the artificial florists' skill, and 
transcending nature in depth of color and splen- 
dor of size. The leaves are not le*s admirable; 
instead of the uniform bright, glos-v, green 
surface w hich they formerly preeenttfi, we have 
them nowjrosted, veined, aud tinted in a thou- 
sand different, ways. Some fccm to bo covered 
with newly fallen snow, others drop icicles, and 
sll are carefully assimilated to the u stars) ap- 
pearance of the foliage which belongs to differ- 
ent plants and flowers. 

O at-sleeves, long basques, and wide waist- 
bands are the features of the winter dresses. 
The wahtband being generally worn over the 
basques, which are divided into two or more 
long, slender lappcls or (more properly) sa-h- 
ends. We warn ladies agatast more thin two, 
however, as they make the back, look broad, 
and are exirimtiy awkward and ungainlv. The 
front.is plain, to" accommodate the waistband 
and the bnmenae buckle, which is a revival of 
the fashion thirty years ago. A belt and buckle 
of this description, of the plainest kind, cost 
from three to live dollars^so that a set to wear 
With every dress becomes quite an item. 

Plain, high-colored silks seem to be more in 
favor for parte dresses this season than thiu 
materials, probably for economical reasons. 
When muslins andtarlatsnes were cheap, a pret- 
ty evening dress could verv be easilv and inex- 
pensively arranged; but now thev cost as much 
ss silk, taking into eon-idcration the larger 
quantity of material necessary to make them 
full and elegant, and are more frail aud inti- 
nitcly less available. 

The dark-crimson rihbed silks arc verv hand- 
some, and trim verv effectively with either white 
or black lace; but for those who prefer lighter 
colors there is the rose-red, the bright blue 
which is so fat-bionable, the paler shades of 
mauve, the lovely opal, and the pearl of silver- 
gray, either of which is distingue, particularly 
the last, aud tastefully ornamented with white 
lace or en stal fringe would be Voted charming. 

The piquant little bodices with sash ends 
behind are a special providence to those young 
ladies who have handsome colored silk skirts to 
wear out. A pretty puffed or tucked waist, can 
ahva s he achieved, and a becoming toilet is 
thus secured with hardly any expense. 

A scarlet or blue bodice is very striking with 
a white dress, for very young ladies; but the 
most useful arc composed of bluck ribbed silk, 
handsi intly embroidered, and trimmed with 
lace. These are suitable for all occasions, and 
anv dress. 

Tartan plaids and other heaw mtteriils are 
in great demand for street and house dresses, 
because they do not require to be lined through- 
out — a verv heavy item of expense now-a davs, 
when linings cost more than very nice dress 
patterns did formerly. The bright colors of the 
plaids too, which are so repul-ive in summer, 
grow attractive as the cold season advances, 
snd h ud a cheerful warmth and coloring toThe 
bleak, cheerless atmosphere. There are onlv a 
few persons, however, who can wear to sdran- 
tage a riiess made entirely of bright, high col- 
ored plaid, and these arc exclusively the tall, 
pale, slender brunettes, whose dark hair sod 
eyes contrast admirably with the glowing tints, 
snd whose thin figures are rounded into ap- 
parent fulness by the checkered amplitude of 
i- the decisin. 

Women of medium size snd light or neutral 
complexion should confine themselves to skirts 
of t»rt:,n. wearing with them a jaekct of blank 
cloth or velvet, a lull, white under waist, sad 
Use: k M H with broad gill buekle.

a mixture of thread and wool, and is lea ele- 
gant in appearance, though— we should ima- 
gine — much more serviceable. This class of 
serges and winsevs, which bring In England one 
and a sixpence to two shillings per yard, sell 
here for a dollar and a half to two dollars a 
yard, and are only to be obtained ut a few lead- 
ing houses. . 

The French winsevs are made np in Paris in 
very novel style. The front and back of the 
body is plain, to accommodate a wide belt, 
which is fastened with a large buckle both frost 
and back, but from the side-seams long basques 
descend upon the skirt, and the waistbaud passes 
under these instead of over them. 

A most e^ravagant fashion hoi also been re- 
vived abroad— that of trimming and opening 
the dresses at the back of the entire length of 
the skirt. This compels the wearing of uuder- 
skirts as elegant as the dress. 

The latest designs in colored underskirts, both 
of silk and wool, are very beautiful and elab- 
orate, however — quite too handsome not to be 
displayed In some wav. The most elegant are 
made of black satin, "with a double border or 
velvet, vandyked, and stitched on with white 
silk in chain-stitch. Above this border the skirt 
is bcautifullv quilted in a diamond or other pat- 
tern with white silk. 

Stripped petticoats are no longer m vogue, 
and thev can, therefore, be bought compara- 
tively cheap. The recent designs are from ori- 
ental models, and are executed in silk; the only 
difficulty is that they are quite too handsome 
and expensive to be made vulgarly useful. 

The new winter-nets in which the "water- 
fall" is inclosed arc very prettv. They are, of 
course, small; and the "invisible" foundation is 
covered with small coral, gold, or crystal beads. 
Large mother-of-pearl shells, and marine plants 
made of velvet, are used to ornament these ele- 
gant nets, and sometimes branches of corsl. 

A great variety of lace head-dresses are worn, 
some terminating in long lappets snd barbe-like 
ends, which cross at the back and descend low 
upon the shoulder; others forming simply a 
square of guipure, which is ornamented with 
coral velvet and mother-of-pearl or diamond or- 
naments in front, and loops and long ends of 
black velvet at the back. 

A very simple method is adopted by yonng 
girls, and is found graceful snd appropriate. 
x"tiis is to tie np the net with two yards of nar- 
row bright ribbon, allowing it to fall at the side 
in clustering loops and ends. 

THBlTBICAL Si.Asr;.— An English writer, Mr. 
Hotten, has published s "Dictionary of Slang," 
In which, however, the London Review thinks 
that justice is not done to theatrical slang. In 
proof of this the reviewer gives the following 
Instances of the use of French and other foreigu 
phrases In current theatrical criticism: 

"Theatrical slang, technicalities, snd swagger 
sre not confined to professionals and profession- 
al journals — they creep into theatrical notices. 
Reports of performances, hurriedly written late 
at night, sre not generally pure models of Eng- 
lish composition. The first word is chosen 
rather than the best word, and whole phrases 
are inti oduced from the green-room. A suc- 
cessful pefornianco is described as 'a hit likely 
to create a J'urore,' or the piece is said te bo 'a 
go,' or »o have 'went well,' or to be s 'sanc- 
tion' — though rcnnsllon is an old slang term fi r 
s glass of gin. A lady who forgot her part is 
said to have 'stuck,' or to bo a aebutante if she 
made her first appearance; if the applause is so 
great that the actors walk before the curtain, 
they are said to have been 'honored with calls; 
If the piece is considered good, it is said to be 
'likely to draw,' or to be a draw;' if the eloeu- 
tion of any actor is somewhat pompous, he Is 
said to have 'mouthed it;' if the piece is short 
snd funny, it is called a 'screaming farce;' and 
if it is short and stately, it is cslleds 'eo n eaUtta' 
or l petit»canedg.' When mongrel language like 
this is used by journalists, we can hardly won- 
der that managers are encouraged to use it. 
The warmed-up French dishes pre-ented at most 
of our theatres are seldom disguised iu the cook- 
ing. Our drama is not ouly French iu origin 
and construction, but its characters generally 
retain their French titles. These titles are often 
stumbling-blocks to the actors. We have heard 
fourteen different pronunciations of the word 
'Monsieur' in one piece, in one night, at oue 
theatre. The cheapness of bad translations may 
partly account for this slovenly transplanting of 
dramas, but the same determination to use 
Auglo-Frcnch-Argot slang is Bhown in every 
corner of our play bills. If three or four female 
dancers come on to caper a few minutes, this is 
called a 'dirertisemmt; if a hornpipe, a comic 
song, and a solo on the trombone are thrown in 
as a make-weight between the pieces, they are 
called collectively a 'mtlange, ' snd sometimes, 
by way of variety, an 'inter. mezzio.' A gentle- 
man is never addressed as sir, he is always 
'Memo' ot 'Mossoo,' according to the fancy "of 
the speaker, and a lady is always ' Mnrdann,' 
'Mnd'moselle,' or 'Mam'selle' — the latter being an 
abbreviation almost as vulgar as 'mum' or 'mtm.' 
Generiere (pronounced 'John 1'tse') is the 3-irah 
Jane of such half-translated dramas, and Beari 
Was never known to be written Henry, or pro- 
nounced otherwise than •Jfongrt.' A bagpipe 
cannot be introduced oa the stage without being 
called s 'corna-musa,' and a Danny whistle in the 
same slanjr becomes a 'pastoral tibia.' A thim- 
ble-rigger is a prestidigitator;' s conjuring con- 
federate is s 'medium,' or an 'omniscient spiritual- 
iit;' a successful enteitainmenl is never visited 
by crowds, it is always 'patronized by the elite of 
society;' a singing-head, as vulgar and obvious 
as the old Bartholomew fair doll-trick, is called 
an '.Xnthropni/lossos; a youthful actor is some- 
times an 'infant prodigy, sometimes a 'JnreniU 
Rnscius;' a tawny actor from the West India*, or 
from the Southern States of America, is called 
an 'African lloscius;' a man who play s upon the 
banjo, and dances flash dances, is called a 'negro 
delineator;' and a woman, like 'Miss' Menken, 
the female Mazcppa, who trades upon her impu- 
dence, is called 'a gifted creature.' This language 
is common both with managers and jouruali.-is. 
A manager is either 'a popular caterer,' or 'a 
daring entrepreneur *■ and an old actor is some- 
times called 'a veteran.' It is fashionable to say 
that Shakespeare's plays 'keep the stage,' and 
that the CtMern Hawn had 'a bmg run.' If a 
piece is not very brisk, it is said to 'drag;' if it 
i» long, it is said to want 'cutting.' Actors will 
think nothing of calling Hamlet's great solilo- 
quies 'bits of fat,' or of speaking of King Lear 
as 'a heary father.' Any action on the stage is 
known as 'business,' sometimes shortened to 
'bus.' Painting the face for any particular 
character is called 'making-up,' and the paint is 
generally called 'war pmni If the theatre, or 
'house,' as it is more technically termed, is badly 
attended, this is called 'a frost;' or if it is filled 
with orders, or 'bits of paper,' as they are 
termed, it is said to be 'well papered.' Some 
more daring geniuses take a higher flight than 
this, and we remember an advertisement of 
'Tom Soger's Champion Circus,' in which it w:is 
said 'the fabric is daily and nightly warmed by 
not less than four thousand delighted spectators", 
constating of rank, wealth, aud beauty.' The 
technicalities -proper to the stage — the terms 
used in speaking of the various parts of a thea- 
tie — can hardly be classed as slang until they are 
used professionally. It is very necessary that 
theatrical workmen should have fixed names for 
the materials they are called upon 'to work.' 
When they speak of 'sky- borders, ' 'flats,' 
'wings,' 'Hosts, 'counter-weights,' 'Hies,' 'vam- 
pire- trains, ' 'heavy-sets,' &c, thev are only 
using the recognized language ol* their craft. 
The call-boy who say s 'overture's on, gentle- 
men,' and the stage manager who tells tho 
prompter touring up,' arc not creators of slang; 
that ta.-k is left for the audience to perform. 
The audience is generally very willing to per- 
form it. When the upper scenery interferes 
with the view of the gallery visitors, there is 
always some sharp vouth to shout out 'lower the 
blue;' and the technicalities about the 'prompt,' 
find the 'O. P.' side of the theatre are supposed 
to lie familiar to everybody. A penny-a-liner, 
waiting au account of a theatrical accident, onec 
described a witness as 'a gentleman who sold 
fiied fish on the prompt side of the house.' " 



Anon Okanoks —The orange is tolerably 
hardy, andean endure a considerable range of 
temperature. A native of the tropics, it has 
proved equally at home in the temperate A/.ores, 
and has kindly takeu root, not only in France, 
but iu England. It Is said that in some parts of 
Devonshire orange-trees exist which have, in 
the open air, stJGceesftttfy withstood the chill 
blasts of more than a hundred hard winters. Iu 
exposed situations, however, such as the Azores, 
where the sea-breezes are sometimes very vio- 
lent, each plantation requires to he shielded by 
walls fifteen or twenty feet high, aud thick 
hedges. Every young .hoot is reared in a sot 
of well, surrouuded by shrubs, until it grows 
strong enough to resist the wind, and then the 
circle of bushes is removed. In time the treo 
-| rends out with the majestic luxuriance of a 
chcttuut. It is usually seven years before it 
puts forth a single fruit, and then for several 
years longer it yields only a half crop When in 
full bearing, however, a" St. Michael tree will 
produce annually from twelve to sixteen thou- 
sand oranges, and one ca.-c is on record where 
twenty -six thousand were gathered iu a year 
from a siugle tree. 

The Porto and Seville trees arc less in size, 
and not so prolific. Eight thousand oranges is 
deemed an average yield for oue of them. 
"Nothing," says a traveller in the Azores, "can 
exceed the rich luxuriance of these Hesperian 
gardens during the principal fruit- months — 
namely, from November to March— when the 
emerald tints of the unripe and the golden hue 
of the mature fi nit mingle their beauties with 
fhe thick, dark li.liage of the trees, aud when 
the bright odoriferous blossom diffuses a sweet- 
ness through the surrounding neighborhood 
which is quite delicious." Although by No- 
vember some of the fruit is Beady to be'gath 
ered for the London market, which Is always 
eagerly impatient for eurlv arrivals, it is seldom 
quite ripe until the end of the vear; ludced, the 
natives never think of eating them before Jan- 
uary. 

Occasionally, the orange-tree attains an enor- 
mous size and au advanced age; in some iu- 
stanccsthe base of the stem has been seven feet 
in circumference. Au orange-tree is quite love- 
ly, and. so to speak, iu full possession of all its 
faculties when a bundled y ears old; indeed, ex- 
periencehaa shown that it not only produces 
abnndantlj at that age, hut that iu fruit is then 
better, than that of the younger ones, fur the 
rind is thinner and there are fewer pips. At 
Vc'taillcs there is an orauge-trce between four 
and live hundred years old. It was coiileinpur 
rery with Francis I., and formed pat t of ihc con- 
fiscated properly of the constable of B mrbon, 
whence il is called Le Grand Bourbon. It was 

raised from five seeds sown in l i.'i by Leonora 

Ol 'i astile, wife of Charles HI., Kiug of Navar- 
re, lis aged branches are now supported by 
iron rings.

PAPER ON CHLOROFORM. 

bt Boirr. ijajausoat, m. d. 

The death of Mrs. Morgan, which was oc- 
casioned by the use— the abuse — of chlorotorin, 
I see bv the medical and newspaper press, is 
exciting considerable attention in different parts 
of the United States. 

This is as it should be; but that improper im- 
pressions should be promulgated against the 
use of so valuable an agent as chloroform, by 
the mai-ndministratien of the article. Is unjust, 
and ought not to be passed over in silence. 

To anv one acquainted with the use of chloro- 
form it is unnecessary to say that to a patient 
whose susceptibility Is unkrtown, but a few 
drops shonld be applied, on some thin fabric, 
held In a coneave form near to the face, and re- 
peated at short intervals (as often as evapora- 
tion dissipates the fluid) until it is apparent that 
DO unpleasant symptoms supervene, when much 
increased quantities may be nsed with perfect 
safelv, aiwavs, however, being watchful that 
the pnlse and respiratory movements tie not 
diminished too rapidly ortoo deeplv. And here 
I mav say, that frequently as I have used chlo- 
roform in both surgical and medical practice, 
since its first introduction to the profession in 
the United States, it has been my habit not to 
induce anasthesia very rapidly, unless while in 
the progress of an 'important operation— the 
patient should to far recover from the first im- 
pression as to require a speedy reappllcatlon of 
the vapor to induce a proper degree of quietude. 
But this is not all that is to be observed to ren- 
der anesthetic practice safe at all times. From 
its sedative action or effect, eases may occur in 
which the Inexperienced practitioner may be- 
come alarmed, and believe his patient to be 
dying. Now, ss this stste of things always 
depends upon thediminished action of the heart, 
and consequent inadequate supplv of blood to 
the brain, the course of practice Is most cleirly 
pointed out, snd where death results. I am free 
to sav, it is for the want of the Immediate use of 
the very simple and ready expedient of quickly 
laving the patient down, with head, if possible, 
lower than the body, at the same time com- 
mencing » uniform, rather pouncing, operation 
upon the chest, which should be continued un- 
til the air cells of the lungs are free! from the 
vapor, so as to admit a supply of pure atmos- 
pheric air. which is all that is necessary to re- 
store a sufficient degree of vitality to the brain 
to re-establish and sustain the action of the 
heart, with all other partially suspended vital 
movements. 

How was it with the last Boston case. The 
patient was not only kept In sn erect positson. 
but "was even requested to rise to her feet, and 
sustained in that posture by the doctor until she 
sank to the floor." before "she was laid upon 
the lounge, and then," says the witness, "there 
was a rush of blood to the brain." New sup- 
pose just a thousand such cases to occur again, 
wonld any one be justified In requesting and as- 
sisting an effort of the patient "to Btaud np?" 
And if so, would such a movement not add to 
whatever of danger was present? Should any 
one doubt what would be the result, let him no- 
tice the effect of raising a patient, near fainting 
from loss of blood, to his feet. If he does not 
fall to the floor, it will he a much greater won- 
der, than that the ladv In question died under 
the treatment she received. But whence the 
necessity, even if there was no help present to 
assist in carrying fhe patient to the lounge? If 
the operator's chair could not be thrown back 
so as to bring the bodv to s horizontal bearing, 
or even below this as regards the head and chest, 
the floor is aiwavs a readv recipient of the fee- 
ble In time of desperate necessity, and upon 
which the patient mav with little assistance, and 
without delay, be placed for all necessary treat- 
ment. 

"Rush of Wood to the brain," "sprinkled wa- 
ter." etc. That any one ever witnessed a rush 
of blood (o the brain while the patient was un- 
der the deep influence of chloroform, together 
w ith the adjuvant debilitant of the erect pos- 
ture, stands well recorded on tho same page 
with fhe "sprinkling with water" to arouse 
from such a state of insensibility as would per- 
mit all the limbs to be severed without the 
twitch of a muflcle or the twinge of a nerve. If 
this recent death in Boston was the only case in 
which life had been lost bv keeping the patient 
sit.lng up until nearly dead, it might be less Im- 
portant to notice the fact, but we well remem- 
ber Mrs. Simmons, of Cincinnati, and others, 
who died sitting in Ihc operator's chair. 

Next it might not be amiss to notice the 
coroner's report : "The jury feel compelled, 
upon the testimony and opinion of medical ex- 
perts, to camion the public against the use of 
chloroform, as being a dangerous anesthetic 
agent." But has it come to this, that a coroner's 
jury, upon the evidence of experts, arc to cau- 
tion the pnblic against the use of an article of 
such Immense value, and this, too. in a com- 
munity where It has never been fairly tested, 
from the fact that chloric ether has been used 
almost exclusively in Boston? It was the mls- 
u-e of chloroform, or perhaps rather the mis- 
management of the case which should have 
been condemned as the cause of death in 
the case of Mrs. Morgan. As well might 
a jury of inquest caution tho public against 
the use of sharp razors, because an unskilful 
barber, accustomed to a dull one. had cut the 
throats of his customers by shaving with a 
keener-edged instrument, and in fright permit- 
ted death to follow the accident for want of 
knowing Jjow to stanch the hemorrhage. Is a 
question of purely practical professional science, 
and a question of such acknowledged im- 
portance to the human race, to be passed upon 
by a uon -professional, and consequently incom- 
petent tribunal? Wc tnist not. 

Nor should the decision of any single case, 
however earetullv Investigated, be made the 
cause of denunciation of auv valuable article of 
materia mcdica. and less so where abuse, as In 
this case, was not the matter of inquest.
